COMMERCIAL UNION. 





A CANADIAN STATESMAN SPEAKS IN ITS 
FAVOR. 

TORONTO, Oct. 14.—Sir Richard Cart- 
wright, one time Finance Minister of the Do- 
minion and now the most prominent Liberal 
in Canadian politics, in an address just deliv- 
ered to his constituents, comes out strongly in 
-favor of commercial union. He is looked upon 
as the leader of the reform party in Ontaria, at 
least, and his position on this question is received 
with not a little surprise, not to say joy, by the 
party of which he is a member. Sir Richard 


says: “I have no hesitation in saying frankly 
that if the United States are willing to 
deal with us on equitable terms the advantages 
of commercial union to both countries, and es- 
pecially to us, are soO,great that scarcely any 
sacrifice is too severe to secure them.” Re- 
terriug to the danger of annexation, Sir Richard 
sald: ** Thereis a risk, and I cannot overlook it, 
itis a choice of risks, and our present position is 
anything but one of staple equilibrium. With- 
out Manitoba and the Maritime Provinces 
we cannot maintain ourselves as a domin- 
ion, and, looking to their present tempers 
and condition, more especially to the financial 
results of confederation in the maritime 
provinces, I say deliberately that the refusal or 
failure to secure free trade with the United 
States is much move likely to bring about just 
such a political crisis as these parties affect to 
dread thaneven the very closest commercial 
connection which can be conceived. We stand 
between two dangers,and my counsel is to 
choose the lesser of the two—that is to say, the 
possible risk (if risk there be) involved in cul- 
livating closer trade relations with the United 
States.” 

This is generally considered the most import- 
ant utterance yet made in Canada in favor of 
commercial union. The World, the only paper 
in Toronto opposing commercial union, says Sir 
Richard Cartwright is virtually leader of the re- 
form party, and that therefore his declaration in 
favor of commercial union means that the re- 
form party is to take it up as their policy 
aud that the lines are now drawn and the 
triends of Canada accept the issue.

THE ARREST OF BOULANGER. 
FUMORS THAT HE HAS RESIGNED BIS 
COMMISSION IN THE ARMY. 
Paris, Oct. 14.—The order relieving Gen. 
Soulanger from his command and placing him 
‘uder arrest directs that he be “ placed under 
arrest for 30 days.” During that period the 
Ainistry will decide whether or not Gen. 


Boulanger shall be deprived of his command. 
he Radical members of the Chamber of Depu- 
ties have decided to make Gen. Boulanger a 
gandidate for that body if he resigns or is re- 
200ved from his command.: Further complica- 
tions are imminent. 

Rumors are persistently circulated to the effect 
— Gen. Boulanger has resigned his commis- 
rion. 

Gen. Broye will succeed Gen. Boulanger in the 
tommaud of the Thirteenth Army Corps during 
she temporary suspension of the latter. 

At the sitting of the Budget Committee to-day 
M. Cavargnac stated that Gen. Boulanger, in 
December last, ordered an outlay of 8,125,000f. 
for clothing for the territorial reserves. This 
eapenditure, M. Cavargnac said, had not been 
yathorized by the Chamber of Deputies and was 
therefore illegal.

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 14.—Sub-Policeman 
Edward Boyle, unarmed, was struggling witha

The prisoner tried to 
strangle thé policemau, but Boyle made heroic 
battle and was overpowering the man when the 
other mysterious prowler rushed up in the dark- 
pess With a revolver. Asthe weapon was almed 
at Boyle’s breast be quickiy threw up his left 
band and a ball went through bis heavy coat over 
the region of the heart justas the other man 
broke from Boyle, who was holding him with his 
right hand. As the men retreated, Boyle made 
arush forthe man with the revolver, when the 
desperado turned and fired again, the ball graz- 
ing the officer’s breast and ploughing a button 
off his coat.

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THE BEHRING SEA TROUBLE 

A COMPLIOATED QUESTION OF 
JURISDICTION. 

ALASKA COMMERCIAL COMPANY 
CAUSES THE CONTROVERSY—MR. LA- 
MAR AND THE SUPREME BENCH. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 14.—The news tele- 
graphed from Ottawaa day or two ago of the 
fact that Mr. A. K. Delaney, for the United 
States, had putin a brief in answer to the de- 
murrer of Mr. Drake, the counsel for the Britisb- 
American seal fishermen whose vessels had | 
been seized, is interesting as suggesting the 
possibility that the State Department and the 
Department of Justice do not view the Belring 
‘Sea controversy from the same point of view. 
Mr. Delaney, who is the Alaska end of the De- 
partment of Justice, is assumed to have made 
up his case after consultation with the Attorney- 
General, who brings the suit at the instance of 
the ‘Treasury Department. At all events, Mr. 
Delaney in his brief, which isa history of Rus- 
sia’s possession of Alaska, evidently intends to 
assert the right of the United States to control 
the navigation and fisheries of that part of Beh- 
ring Sea conveyed with Alaska to the United 
States. Whenever this contention has been 
made by citizens of the United States they have, 
recently at all events, referred tothe language 


in the treaty of cession) to support their argu- 
ment. While this position appears to be 
that of the Department of Justice, it is 
understoud that the State Department 
sets up no such claim. A_ protest 
was made many years ago by a Secretary of 
State of the United States against Russia's as- 
sumption of exclusive right to the navigation 
of Behring Sea, but up to the present time no 
challenge of the right of the United States to 
succeed to that exclusive control has been heard. 
The State Department officially knows nothing 
about the judicial proceedings now in progress. 
There has been no occasion for asserting any 
exclusive right of navigation or of fishing priv- 
ileges, except such as are required to execute 
certain statutes. Until there is a challenge 
there can be no reason tur the Govern- 
ment to say whether its jurisdiction ex- 
tends to the three-mile limit or over the 
entire Behring Sea to the dividing line between 
the possessions of the United States and those 
of Russia. Itis not quite certain that Russia 
did not concede to the world the right to navi- 
gate Behring Sea, warning navigators off, how- 
ever, beyond a limit of 100 miles, and abso- 
lutely prohibiting treating with the natives of 
Russian possessions. As between the views of 
the State Department and the Department of 
Justice, it is possible that there may be a deter- 
mination of the question of jurisdiction that will 
be reached by diplomatic negotiation, assisted 
in a prelimiuary way by a decision of the Su- 
preme Court, to which the appeal recently made 
will of course be taken. 

The Alaska Commercial Company is the prin- 
cipal cause of this dispute about jurisdiction. 
The revised statutes prohibit the killing of 
seals and other fur-bearing animals “ within 
the limits of Alaska Territory.” Sections 1,959 
and several others prohibit the killing of seals 
on 8t. Paul and St. George Islands, and “the 
waters adjacent thereto,” which are leased to 
the Alaska Commercial Company. What are 
“the waters adjacent thereto” and what are 
“the limits of Alaska Territory?’ The Alaska 
Commercial Company undoubtedly will in- 
sist upon the Government’s§ assertion of 
its jurisdiction over all the Behring Sea,

those waters, even beyond the three- 
mile limit. Alaska is peopied mainly 


by persons interested in the Commercial Com- 
pany’s welfare. Nearly every Government ofii- 
cer who has gone to that country has gone there 
as the servant of the company, or has become 
its servant after a period of independence out- 
side of the direction of the seal fur corporation. 
A small but zealous body of partisans has thus 
been collected, They have ruled Alaska, and 
rule it now. The influence of the company that 
began im Washington and was protected here by 
agents in and out of Congress as well by agents 
in the Territory is supreme. It is now 
endeavoring to dictate what policy the Ad- 
ministration shall adopt, and it will consuit 
its own welfare by insisting upon.a policy of ex- 
clusion, in order that it may retain its right to 
the seal fisheries at St. George and St. Paul 
Islands, and at the same time keep all other seal 
fishermen out of Behring Sea. ‘The sealers that 
have been seized by vessels of the United States 
have been taken within the line described by 
the treaty of cession, and according to the 
Alaska Commercial Company, ‘within 
the limits of the Territory of Alaska.” 
It is altogether likely that when this question 
comes to be a matter of diplomatic negotiation, 
it will be considered in the broadest light as a 
public question, and not simply as one interest- 
ing and profitable only to the Alaska Commer- 
cial Company.

The vacant place on the Supreme bench 
caused by the death of Justice Woods will be 
filled, as stated some months ago in these dis- 


patches, by the appointment of Secretary L. Q. 
C. Lamar. The President has scarcely made a 
secret of his determination to appoint Mr. 
Lamar, for he has expressed his intention to do 
so to seyeral prominent Democrats, who have 
repeated it to their intimate friends. The delay 
of the appointment until after the meeting of 
Congress is supposed to have been made by the 


President for the purpose of giving 
him time to choose a successor to 
Mr. Lamar in the Interior Department. The re- 


port has been circulated that Mr. Vilas is to be 
taken from the Post Office Department and put 
into the Interior. Itis not generally believed 
among Administration men, who ought tojknow, 
that the President will take from tho Post Of- 
fice Departwent an officer who has, by, diligent 
application and study, just become familiar 
with his work and transfer him to another de- 
partment in which he will have to go to work at 
the beginning again and spend a year or more 
in learning something about a new field of labor. 
lt has repeatedly been suggested, by persons in 
the ty f of knowing the President’s purposes 
that itis by no means certain that a Southern 
man will be chosen to succeed Mr. Lamar as 
Secretary of the Interior. The questions to be 
met and disposed of in that department demand, 
in the President's opinion, the appointment of 
a man of force of character as well as integrity. 
The mention of the name of ex-Gov. Pattison, of 
Pennsylvania, while not authorized, is ‘not be- 
lieved to be altogether a hap-hazard one. As for 
Mr. Lamar, while he will undoubtedly be named 
an Associate Justice, it is true that he has not 
yet been asked: if he will accept the office. He 
will accept it, and will be promptly contirmed. 
The President could not choose a man for the 
place who would take the bench with more 
downright honesty and conscience. The Su- 
preme Bench will be the better for this new 
Judge. 

The monthly payment system introduced by 
the Paymaster-General of the army at the be- 
ginning of this fiscal year has proved of benetit 


to the service and will bea permanency. This 
month the Military Academy was added to the 
list of posts where monthly payments are made, 
making 37 postsin all which are now so paid. 
The Paymaster-General will recommend 1m his 
annual report that he be allowed a few more 
Paymasters, in order that the systemof monthly 
payments may be extended to all the posts of 
the army. ¢ 

Preparations are being made in the Navy De- 
partment to facilitate the business of the Bureau 
of Provisions and Clothing, which has been vast- 


ly increased. The bureau will hereafter con- 
sist of two divisions—contracts and supplies, 
and accounts and audits. Pay Inspector Bill- 
ings and Paymaster Standcliff, to whose efforts 
the success of the consolidation scheme is large- 
ly due, will be in charge of the divisions. There 
will also be # sub-division of finance, over which 
Disbursing Officer Stickney, of the Navy Depart- 
ment, will probably preside. The bureau offi- 
cers expect to secure the services of a few more 
clerks, and are of the opinion that, with a slight 
addition to the present clerical force, the busi- 
ness of the bureau can be kept up.

CRIED WHEN ACQUITTED. 

New-Haven, Conn., Oct. 14.—During the 
past two weeks E. M. Franklin, of Brooklyn,

A TERRIBLE VOYAGE. 

Pa 
AND MURDER ON THE AMERI- 
CAN SHIP OCCIDENTAL. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 14.—The American 
ship Occidental has arrived at Port Townsend 
from Acapulco, Mexico, after a passage of 38 
days. From her officers and crew is learned an 
exciting story of the sea which has not before 
On Jan. 29 the Occidental sailed 
from Cardiff, coal laden, for Acapulco, under 
command of John Williams, who was accompa- 
nied by his wife and two children. The first 
days of the voyage were pleasantly passed until 
March 16, when John Craire, the first officer, 
issued a petty command which!Seaman August 
Loflock refused to obey. This was the begin- 
ning of one of the most thrilling and exciting 
voyages that has taken place for several years. 

The officers, excepting the two already men- 
tioned, urged the crew to disobey the master’s 
commands. On March 16, in latitude 15° 4’ 
north, longitude 25° 13’ west, while Capt. Will- 
iams was on the forecastie head, he had some 
angry words with John Johnson, able seaman, 
about his insolent conduct and dilatory actions. 
The Captain’s attention was engaged alott when 
Johnson came up behind him with a drawn 
sheath knife, and, seizing him by the throat, 
thrust the blade into his heart. The Captain 
called out, “Craine, [am murdered by John- 
son!” Jumping off the foresails’ house and run- 
ning aftto the cabin door he fell in his wife’s 
presence and died. 

Johnson was being chased by Craine, when 
Seaman E. A. Malley, with a knife, attempted 
to stab Craine, who seized an iron belaying pin 
to protect his life. Both Johnson and Malley 
were surrounded by other members of the crew, 
who threatened the officers’ lives if they persist- 
ed in arresting the murderer. Williams was 
found by Craine dead in the cabin. The ship 
was left to the mercy of the sea. Every one on 
board appeared to be paralyzed over the cold- 
blooded and unprovoked murder of the master. 

Rumors came that the crew were going to take 
cowmand of the ship, but fortunately they had 
no navigator among them. Johnson finally 
surrendered and was ironed, but was released 
by the crew. The dead master was buried at 
fea on the day after his death. First Officer 
Craine assumed command of the Occidental, and 
that was about all, as he dared not ussert his 
authority for fear of his life. 

The crew allege that Crane was intimate with 
Mrs. Williams and that such proceedings were 
continued until Valparaiso was reached, where 
both parties were seen on numerous occasions 
to enter saloons and to appear intoxicated on 
the streets. 

The murder of the master did not end the 
trouble by any means, and the ship was headed 
for nearest port, Valparaiso, where the murder- 
er and principal participants in the trouble were 
turned over to the American Consul, and im- 
prisoned, awaiting advices from Washington. 
All but three members of the crew were left in 
Chili. A new crew was shipped, and Mrs. Will- 
iams and her family came to Acapulco, where 
the ship was placed in quarantine by the Mex- 
ican authorities for 15 days. The Occidental 
was finally released and her cargo discharged, 
when John Craine was succeeded by William 
Taylor, formerly master of the ship Harvester. 
Craine was attacked with delirium tremens, and 
sent to San Francisco with Mrs. Williams. The 
carpenter died at sea, after leaving Acapulco, 
ot Mexican fever. He wason board the Occi- 
dental when ber master waa assassinated. 

The fates appeared to combine against the Oc- 
cidental. While crossing the Gulf of California 
a@ storm came on and carried away over one-half 
the sails. Before leaving the harbor seven of 
the crew refused to do duty. They were locked 
up by the American Consul, and finally consent- 
ed to go aboard and perform theirduty. When 
11 days out from Acapulco all but four of the 
seamen were taken sick with Mexican fever. It 
was with the greatest difficulty that the ship 
was navigated to Port Townsend. The sailors 
prostrated by fever were taken to the Marine 
Hospital in that place. The ship is still in 
trouble. One of the seamen claims to have been 
kidnapped in Acapulco, and the necessary pa- 
pers to prove the charge were filed against the

MR. STICKNEY’S ENTERPRISE COMBINES 


THEM BOTH. 

CHIcAGo, Oct. 14.—The great enterprise 
ofjA. H. Stickney, Presidentof the Minnesota 
and Northwestern Railroad Company, and his 
associates in Lyons and other towns to the 
south and west of Chicago are taking corporate 
form. The necessary papers have been pre- 
pared for the organization of two companies 
having an aggregate capital stock of $12,500,- 
000. Oneof them is a stock yards company 
having a capital stock of $10,500,000, and the 
other a railroad company with a capital stock of 

32,000,000. A license was issued by the Secre- 
tary of State to-day to the Chicago Stock Yards 
Company, the incorporators being James P. 
Gardner, Robert D. MeFadon, and William A. 
Gardner. The application shows that the pur- 
poses of the sompany are to locate and construct 
railroads and yards for cattle and other live 
stock and lease yards and packing houses. The 
capital stock of the concern it may be seen is 
very large, being at the very start within $2,- 
500,000 of the capital stock of the Union Stock 
Yards. A number of men interested ia the. latter 
institution will also bave an interest in the new 
one, and it is believed that the business will 
gradually drift to the Lyons yards. 

The scope of the undertaking is further shown 
by the purposes of the Chicago Transfer Rail- 
way Company, which is to have a capital stock 
of $2,000,000, 

The incorporators of this company are Ansel 
Oppenheim, Crawford Livingston, Henry A. 
Gardner, Robert D. McFadon, and William A. 
Gardner. The first Directors will be the same 
as the incorporators. The principal office as 
well as that of the other company will be in this 
city. The concern will Inaugurate a system of 
transferring cars for all the railroads in Chi- 
cago at an expense much below the present cost.

NOTES FROM MEXICO. 

City o¥ MEXICO, via Galveston, Oct. 14.— 
Information was given to-day of the discovery 
by the Treasury Department of extensive forg- 
eries of powers of attorney transferring credits 
against the Government. Luckily these forg- 
eries were discovered by officials, s0 the Gov- 
ernment will not losea dollar. A number of 
persons have been arrested in connection with 
the affair. One transferof credit involved $149,- 
000, and a series of signatures had been forged. 
Other arrests are likely to be made to-night and 
to-morrow. Large amounts of the forged paper 
had been sold here. 

A startling report, probably based upon the 
above announcewent, got into circulation to- 
day to the eifect that forged Government bonds 
to the amount of $1,000,000 had been discov- 
ered. The report was emphatically denied by 
Minister of Finance Dublan. It is supposed that 
the report was putin circulation by speculators 
in order to depress Governmert bonds, which 
are gradually rising in this market. 

The Mexican Central Railroad is now entirely 
in repair, and trains are running regularly.

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STAINS STORY IMPROBABLE 
AND INCORRECT. 

NO REASON TO BELIEVE THAT CASHIER 
BARRON, OF THE DEXTER BANK, 
WAS MURDERED BY THIEVES. 

DEXTER, Me., Oct. 14.—The story of the 
Dexter bank robbery and the death of Cashier 
Barron has not yet been fully told. The evi- 
dence gathered to-day has thrown a strong 
shadow of doubt upon the truth of the alleged 
confession made by young Stain, but, while this 
is the fact, some evidence has been found which 
cannot now be made public, which shows 
badly against the accused. Enough has been 
found, however, to clear at least three of the 
men implicated in the confession. Andrews has 
already been discharged. It has also been 
proved that Kelly and Thompson were out of 
town at the time of the robbery. 

The story told by young Stain is not generally 
believed. The opinion of S. G Inland, a prom- 
inent merchant, can be fairly taken as indicating 
the general belief. He said: “It will takea 
great deal more than the alleged story of young 
Stain to convince me that Cashier Barron was 
murdered instead of having committed suicide. 
Ishould like to believe it was murder, and 
am open to conviction and ready to hear 
anything pertaining to it which will-tend to 
change my belief. As things are given in the 


story I cannot bring myself to beheve in any- 
thing but suicide. As far as this story of Stain’s 
xoes it proves nothing and [ believe it to be a 


fabrication. He is either insane or a 
crank. It would have been impossible for 
the men to get away with the team 


on account of the snow. Another remarkable 
fact was the way in which Barron was assaulted 
and the men escaped. The statement that Bar- 
ron was struck three times with a slungshot is 
not at all borne out by the facts. Such blows 
must have made marks that could have been 
easily seen. There were three wounds, but 
they were very slight. The one under the eye 
was in exactly the place where his head would 
come against the iron door of the safe. Be- 
sides, there must have been some blood. When 
the doctors trie@ to bleed him the blood was 
thick and biack, denoting morphine. This was 
one of the facts which gave the impression of 
murder, and afterward of suicide, 

“It will also be remembered that Scott, one of 
the men alleged to have been in the party, did 
not escape with the others, but went out the 
back window. Now, this window is at least 20 
feet from the ground, and is in a partial thor- 
oughfare. It being a holiday, it would not seem 
possible that Scott could have gotten out 
without some one seeing him. Besides, the 
window has iron shutters. I don’t remember 
whether the shutters were forced open or not, 
but I remember the window was found up a few 
inches. Why shouid Scott take that way of 
escaping when the way in which the others went 
was 80 much easier ? 

“Another strong thing is that men should 
take Barron’s body so far from the piace where 
he was struck,drag it to the vault, and put 
it inside. Barron’s clothes were examined. and 
no dust or anything which .would result from 
dragging was found. It is rather queer 
that these men should take so much 
time to carry Barron and place him inthe vault, 
and yet not have time to take any money from 
the safe. Thereis nothing in the story that is 
true that could not have been read at tie time of 
the inquest. But, mind you, it may be that 
the alleged confession as it was published may 
have had only a very itttle that Stain actually 
said, and that most of it was from the imagina- 
tion of some amateur reporter. It may be quite 
possible that the men now being held are the 
guilty parties, but it will take morethan the al- 
leged confession @s published to convict them.” 

Stain and Cromwell were arraigned at the 
Town Hallithis morning before Judge Waldron. 
Stain pleaded ‘‘ Not guily’” to the complaint. 
His voice was clear and strong, and he appeared 
perfectly at ease. Cromwell appeared rather 
embarrassed, but showed no fear when he plead- 
ed “ Not guilty.” The case was continued until 
Oct. 22, Both men were taken to Bangor Jail, 
where they were locked up in separate cells. 


PORTLAND, Me., Oct. 14.—Detective True 
says that Stain’s alleged confession is improb- 
able in detail and incorrect in fact. The eutire 
story, with many details not yet published, was 
related to a prominent officer within thelast two 
months by Stain himself, and the officer pro- 
nounced it unworthy of belief. Mr. True had 
the story three weeks ago. Stain came from 
Augusta, and offered an assorted list of crimi- 
nals. He offered to help True in working up the 
Barron case. Further than that young Stain 
offered to divulge secrets connected with 


many big criminal jobs. He next called 
upon a Portland newspaper man and 
oftered to sell a sensation for $100, and 


said his sensation was the knowledge of the 
man who killed Cashier Barron, but added that 
the murderer was dead. On the ground that 
dead men afforded little ground fora sensational 
article the offer was refused. Now Stain says 
he not only knows the murderer. but charges 
the crime on his own tather. 

The Hon. Josiah H. Drummond, who had 
charge of the bank’s case before the auditors, 
examined Stain’s statements one by one this 
afternoon. He said they were a mass of con- 
tradictions and absurdities. Stain, he said, had 
forgotten the material points in the case, had 
never examined the surroundings, was not 
familiar with theinterior of the building, was 
densely ignorant of the possibility of horse 
flesh, and completely at sea regarding distances. 
Iu his opinion Stain knows nothing of the mat- 
ter whatever. 


BANGOR, Me., Oct. 14.—J. A. Andrews, 
alias ** Doc” Andrews, who was arrested yes- 
terday charged with complicity in the Dexter 
bank robbery, has been released. Stain said 
Andrews did the preliminary workofthe gang, 
got the impression of the keys, and was with 
the others in a secret oftice opposite the bank 
on the day of the murder. Andrews is60 years 
of age, and has been employed as bookkeeper. 
He says he knows nothing of the parties men- 
tioned in the confession andthe statements are 
entirely false. He wasin Dexter at the time as 
agent of the International Collection Company, 
of Meriden, Conn. 

“T made my headquarters at Sprague’s 
office,” said Andrews, “I was in the office 
that day from 4 till 6 o’clock, and then went to 
Hill’s and remained all night. I was suspected 
at the time and was made to state where I was 
all day, but was never arrested. I never met 
any of the men arrested, and have not been in 
Medfield for 25 years. I do not understand how 
Stain mixed me with the affair, unless through 
the fact of being questioned about my where- 
abouts after the murder. [engaged Thompsonand 
Kelly, mentioned in the confession as traveling 
ageuts, and they left my employ soon after the 
affair at the Dexter bank. I have not heard of 
them for years. Onthe 22d of February 
Thompson was somewhere on the Kennebec, and 
Kelley wasin Houlton. I had got through my 
business at Dexter, but did not leave there until 
March 6, when I came to this city. Sprague was 
attorney of the company I represented, ana [ 
had no other headquarters in the town. I had 
been in Waterville and other towns establishing 
agencies before I went to Dexter. I never heard 
of Stain or Cromwell in my life. I don’t know 
what to think of the story.” 


ERAN LR 0 STL SS 
SHIPWRECK AND LOSS OF LIFE. 
LONDON, Oct. 14.—The British ship Mon- 
arch, Capt. Corbett, from Manila, Aug. 30, for 
Now-York, bas been lost on Mindoro Islands. 


The Captain and three of the crew, named 
Drews, Redford, and Crupp, were drowned. 
The remainder of the crew have arrived at Ma- 
uila. 


M. F. Pickering & Co., 84 Broad-street, were 
the consignees of the ship Monarch, which was 
represented by Scammell Brothers as agents. 
The ship was built of spruce, in Londonderry, 
Nova Scotia, in 1877, by Morris. She hailed 
from Halifax, registered 1,187 tons, was 192.2 
feet in length, 38.5 feet beam, and 22.5 feet in 
depth of hold. She was last in New-York in 
May, 1886. When she left Manila she was 
loaded with a full cargo of hemp and sugar, the 
value of which was over $75,000.

ELECTION ROWDIES SENT TO JAIL. 

Mipptetown, N. Y., Oct. 14.—At the 
County Court and Sessions held at Monticelie

TO AVERT WAR'S HORRORS |

AN ENGLISH DEPUTATION 
FAVORING ARBITRATION. 
ARRIVAL OF THE VANGUARD WITH A 
MEMORIAL TO THE PRESIDENT AND 
CONGRESS—-WHAT MEMBERS SAY. 
Among the arrivals by the Inman steam- 
ship City of Chicago yesterday were Sir John 
Swinburne, Halley Stewart, and O. V, Morgan, 
3ritish members of Parliament of the Liberal 
Party, and the first to arrive of a deputation of 
English legislators who have been charged with 
the duty of presenting to President Cleveland 
and Congress a memorial in support of settling 
disputes between the United States and Great 
Britain by arbitration. Sir John Swinburne and 
Mr. Stewart took quarters at the Brunswick, 
“We eannot state definitely,” said Sir John 
Swinburne to a Times reporter, “what shape our 
plans willtake. Other members of the deputa- 


tion. including W. R. Cremer, member of Parlia- 
ment; Monros Ferguson, member of Parliament; 
A. D. Provand, member of Parliament, and 
others whose names [ cannot at present recall, 
will be here by the end of next week, and then 
we shall decide vpon our future proceedings. 
We have with us a memorial which is to be pre- 
sented to President Cleveland after he arrives 
in Washington, which I understand will not be 
before Oot. 22.” 

Sir John handed the reporter a copy of the 
memorial, which is as follows: 

To the President and Congress of the United Stales of 
America: 

The undersigned members of the British Parlia- 
ment learn with the utmost satisfaction that va- 
rious proposals have been introduced into Congress 
urging the Government of the United States to 
take the necessary steps for concluding with the 
Government of Great Britain a treaty which shall 
stipulate thet any differences or disputes arising 
between the two Governments which cannot be 
net by Giplomatic agency shall be referred to 
arbitration. Should such a proposal happily ema- 
nate from the Congress of the United States. our 
best influence shall be used to insure its accept- 
ance by the Government of Great Britain. The 
conclusion of such a treaty would be a splendid 
example to those nations who are wasting their 
resources in war-provoking institutions, and might 
induce other Governments to join the peaceful com- 
pact. ; 

The memorial is signed by 231 out of 607 mem- 
bers of the British Parliament, and includes the 
names of John Bright, Joseph Chamberiain, 
Viscount Ebrington, Sir C. Forster, Bart.; Henry 
Lahouchere, Sir Wilfred Lawson, Bart.; Charles 
Bradlaugh, Sir Lyon Playfair, Bart.; Visceunt 
Wolmer, L. J. Jennings, and Sir John Lubbock. 

“Mr. Gladstone and other Liberal leaders,” 
Mr. Stewart explained, “are known to be in full 
sympathy with the movement, but because of 
their official position etiquette did not allow 
them to join the signatories.” : 

“TF suppose that you look forward to a Liberal 
Government by the time the question is brought 
before Parliament.” 

“T am the living witness of the extreme 
yrobability of such being the case,” saia Mr. 
Btewart. who spoke with much enthusiasm of 
his victory in the Spalding division of Lincoln- 
shire, which recently returned him by a hand- 
some majority after two successive defeats by 
the Tories in 1865 and 1866. 

“Before I say anything further about our mis- 
sion,” said Sir John, “I would like to have it un- 
derstood that we must not be considered as act- 
ing in a spirit of dictation. This movement, 
which springs from our Workmen’s Peace Asso- 
mation, of which W. R. Cremer, one of our Lon- 
don members, is Secretary, and is favored by the 
ether English peace associations, had its sugges- 
tion in the action taken by the Forty-ninth Con- 
gress in relation to arbitration. We have with 
us a printed draft of the bills and _ reso- 
lutions presented to Congress on this subject, 
and we feel that we are already provided with 
an answer to what we shall request. We know 
that the Americans are essentially a people of 
peace. We remember that, after the war, they 
at once disbanded their armies and placed their 
army upon a peace footing. There exist in Eng- 
land, and im a less degree in Continental coun- 
tries, parties who hold similar principles, and 
we hope to see the feeling in favor of a peaceful 
settlement of international disputes, which 
exists in both countries, intensified and crystal- 


ed. 

“The English Liberal Party,” said Mr. Stew- 
art, “is one from which such a movement nat 
urally springs. It is the party for peace. Itis 
the party which was friendly to the North d ur- 
ing the war of the Rebellion. It was the 
arbitration party at the timeof the Alabama 
dispute. It was the party which.was on the 
side of peace and justice in the time of Colonial 
independence, and, to go further back, it was 
its adherents who were driven from England 
and settled in America. For these reasons, we 
hope that the movement which we represent 
will be favorably received in this country. We 
hope that the President will beso favorably im- 
pressed by the memorial and its objects that he 
will, in his next message, include a recommenda- 
tion to Congress in favor of the principle which 
it supports.” 

During his stay here, Mr. Stewart will confer 
with irish national leaders in America, and 
will make one or more public addresses on the 
Trish question. 


MISTAKEN IDENTITY. 


A PROFESSOR OF GERMAN TAKEN 
A BUNKO STEERER. 

OswkGo, N. Y., Oct. 14.—Prof. John W. 
deins, who was a teacher of German in the 
Sauveur School of Languages in this city last 
Summer and whe was recently indicted by the 
Oswego Grand Jury for robbery, arrived here 
trom Philadelphia to-day, accompanied by 
Dr. William C. Head, of that city. Last 
Wednesday Sheriff Beadle and District At- 


torney Mead went to Philadelphia armed 
with the necessary parpers for MHeina’s 
arrest, and yesterday the District Attorney had 
an interview with Heins.

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KILLED HIS RIVAL.

A MURDER WHICH HAS EXCITED THE 
PEOPLE OF A CONNECTICUT TOWN. 
MIDDLETOWN, Conn., Oct, 14.—The people 
of the little town of Westchester are getting ex- 
cited over a murder which was committed in 
that place last night. Philip Fay, aa Italian, 
shot and instantly killed Julius Maublan. The 
tragedy grew out of a love atiair. Miss Mary 
Maublan, a pretty girl of 19 years, lives at 
Westchester with her father, who keeps a board- 
ing house and superintends a company of 
French woodchoppers. She is exceedingly pop- 
ular with the boarders, and one of them, Julius 


Maublan, her cousin, centred his affections upon 
her. His love was reciprocated, and they were 
supposed to be engaged. 

Several weeks ago Philip Fay, a farm hand 
employed by J. F. Loomis, made Mary’s ac- 
quaintance and fell madly in love with her, 
She repelled all his advances. Fay’s anxer 
toward Julius Maublan, his successful rival, 
was kindled, and vengeance was sworn, Armed 
with a double-barreled shotgun, Kay visited 
Maubian’s house at 7 o’clock last night. He 
was cordially received by the boarders, and the 
whole company freely indulged in hard cider. 
Suddenly Fay Jeveled his gun at Julius Mau- 
bilan and fired, but the shot failed to take effect. 
Fay told the boarders that he had another bar- 
rel ready for anybody who interfered with him. 
He then went out doors, reloaded his gun, and, 
returning to the house, fired two charges. The 
last one entered Maublan’s heart and caused 
immediate death. 

Way ran to his boarding house, hastily packed 
up bis clothing, and took to the woods, Deputy 
Sheriff Jackson, assisted by a posse of Citizens, 
instituted a search for the murderer, but no 
trail could be found. This morning Jacksoa 
heard thatastrange man had been seen going 
toward Willimantic, along the Air-Line Railroad. 
The Sheriff boarded a train and ordered the en- 
gineer to stop the train if he saw any one beside 
the track. One mile this side of Willimantic 
Fay was discovered sitting beside the track. 
The train was stopped and Jackson quickly 
captured the murderer, who was taken to the 
Colchester jail, where he awaits trial. Fay is 
35 years old and hasa bad reputation. Heisa 
hard drinker and has a very quarrelsome dispo- 
sition. 


A LARGE MILL BURNED. 


THE LOSS ESTIMATED AT $1,500,000—THE 
INSURANCKS. 

WILLIMANTIC, Conn., Oct. 14.—The large 
Sprague Baltic Mill, five stories in height, built 
of stone, 1,000 by 590 feet, at Baltic, Conn., was 
totally wrecked by fire this morning. The mill 
was built in 1857 by Amasa and William 
Sprague, but lately has been operated on a lease 
by H. L. Aldrich & Co., of Providence, in the 
manufacture of cotton cloth. The loss is esti- 


mated at $1,500,000; insurance, $257,000. The 
gas works in the rear were also destroyed. 

The insurances on the mill and its machinery 
are as follows: 


Mercantile of Boston, $2,500; Washington, 
ton, $4,500; Guardian, New-York, $2,600;

SHE DISAPPEAKED ONLY J0 
VISIT CANADA. 
WHILE HER MOTHER WEEPS AND 
NEWSPAPERS ARE EXCITED SHE I5 
AT NIAGARA FALLS. 

Ida Van Loon has got back. She is the 
young woman who disappeared a week ago from 
her home, 1,548 First-avenue, and greatly dis- 
turbed the neighborhood and the newspapers by 
so doing. Itappears from her explanation that 
she was seized with boodle fever of a malignant 
type, and under its influence 
sciously stole from the German 
Bank and ran away to Canada, just as if 
she had keen a real Cashier or a precocious 
Mother Mandlebaum. Ida told her story 
in her poor mother’s flat on thetop floor of 
1,588 last night. The rooms were neat and 
clean, though poverty stricken.

She said 
that on Friday forenoon of last week she went 
down to Beekman-street, as directed by her shool 
teacher in grammar school No. 36, to buy a reci- 
tation book.

She got off, but 
Annie did not, though Ida expected she would. 

She 
had no money, but the station man sent her to 
Leroy, where she appears to Wave been the 
guest of W. W. Britt and wife. Mr. Britt gave 
her his —. and his boy’s, which she 
brought home along with the watch. There 
was a conference at Leroy, and while at- 
tending it with Mrs. Britt she met the Rev. Mr.

Mr. Millward invited 
her to accompany him and his daughter to Niag- 
ara Falis.

Brett from showiug her that courtesy. Her 
previous acquaintance with the Bretts was 
mado when she visitea Leroy as a fresh air ex- 
cursionist this Summer, The Millwards took 
her to Quebec for a day and then gave hera 
ticket home and $1.

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PAINTERS AND MODELS IN PARIS. 

Paris Dispatch to the London Daily Telegraph. 

Some interesting statistics relating to 
painters have been lately compiled. According 
to these there are in Paris about 8,000 artists of 
the brush, of whom between 2,000 and 3,000 are 
women, and 300 are foreigners of various nation- 


alities. About 70 of these aro famous, while the 
others are made up of wealthy persons who pain& 
for pleasure, of peopie who are specially em ployed 
by the Government, and of the producers 
of “ pot-boilers,” who paint portraits and land- 
scapes for cheap picture dealers or for foreign ex- 
portation. The army of painters’ models in Paris 
is a large one, and increases day by day. Many 
of these models are educated, and sometimes 
become painters themselves or efiicient art 
critics, whose judgment is often consulted even 
by eminent artists. The models are only em- 
ployed between the ages of 18 and 19 by paint- 
ers of the nude, but some of them find work 
until they are 25 or 26, after which their forms 
completely lose the grace and contour of early 
growth. Lhe women wko “ pose” in the studios 
are generally paid at the rate of from 10f. te 25f. 
perdiem. The most numerous of the models 
are the Italian women, who are often preferred 
to French because they are more tractable, for 
the model has often to sit or stand immovable 
for hours, and this the Parisienne is particularly 
disinclined to do.

000 isin pursuance of the bank act of 1844, the 
great object of which was to secure the convoert- 
ibility e” all bank notes within the United King- 
dom. According to the provisions of that act 
éash or bullion must be held by the bank to the 
value of the bank notes issued, less an amount 
of approved sevarities. This amount, it was 
previded, couid be increased when other banks, 
by failure o¥ otherwise relinquished their 
ancient rights of note issue. Messrs. Green- 
ways’ bank, in Warwickshire, was the last to 
lose ita right, and it being found that the lapsed 
issues had accumulated considerably in the in- 
terval, the Directors of the bank lately request- 
ed the privilege sanctioned by the act of taking 
over two-thirds ef the lapsed issues. This has 
been granted, and the bank has £450,000 more 
cash for ite general banking purposes than it had 
afew days ago, which is good news for the 
money market at the presentjuncture, gold be- 
ing scarce.

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PRICES FOR CITY OFFICE. 
TAMMANY’S ASSESSMENTS —MR. LOEW 
WILLING TO PAY A BIG AMOUNT. 

The County Democracy primaries for the 
election of delegates to the various local conven- 
tions of that organization were heid last evening. 

Tammany Hall’s conference committee met at 
8 P. M. and elected Richard Croker Chairman 
and Thomas F. Gilroy Seeretary.

LOOKING AFTER THE SCHOOLS. 
The Public School Society of District 39, 
Brooklyn, met at Empire Hall, Fifth-avenue and 
Seventh-street, last evening. A. T. Archor pre- 
sided, and there were about 40 people in at- 


tendance. B. A. Morrison, in explaining the ob- 
jects of the organization, disclaimed for it any 
purpose to discriminate against any religious 
institution.

CORRUPTION IN JERSEY OITY.

To C. N. Bliss, Esq., Chairman: 
MY DRARSIk: f have to-day received your cour- 


teous letter of the 6th inst., in which you invite mo | 


to vive my services fora brief period as a speaker 
in aid of the Repubiican Party in the present State 


Being unable to do this for business reasons, I 
might content myself with that slatement, together 
with ny unaffected thanks for the compliment of 
your letter, but as other reasons exist of even a 
more imnperative character T do not think it will be 
discourteous or altogether superfluous to stato 
them. Most brietly, then, [am unable to give my 
support to any extent to the Republican 
this State in the | kbpnent Canvass. 
it l were abletodoanything beyond voting, to aid 
any party, | should doit in support of the Bemo- 
cratic Party. At the same time, no matter how easy 
it may be forthose who donot agree with me to 
cali me a Democrat, Lam not a Deuiocrat more than 
a Kepublican. I am an Independent, @ ¢, one who 
tries tv look at political matters with his eyes and 
not with his prejudices, one alwaysou the lookout 
merely for the best men and the best measures, one 
—— * a rule seeks only what is the best thing prac- 

icable. 

In my judgment, so regarding political parties as 
they stand to-day in this State aud country, (for 
your letter makes allhsion to national politics,) 
the Democratic Party is better deserving of my sup- 
port than the Republican. How it may be next year 
or at any other time I do not know; but I propose to 
try to be independent of purt:ea at alltimes. And 
permit me to observe that the Republican Party can 
at any time command the support of all the Inde- 
pendents whoin [ know, by simply deserving it, and 
the Democratic Party can with equal facility lose it 
by not deserving it. 

One of the reasons why I think the Democratic 
Party more deserving of my support to-day in this 
State is bocause, on the whole, I consider the candi- 
dates of that perty the better men and officers; but, 
as Tregard the Republican candidates as all repu- 
table nen, this ground of preference 1s not very im- 
portant. 

Further, I consider the platform of the Democratic 
Party greatly preferable to that of the Republican. 
As I read these platiorms in the light of current evi- 
deuce of their spirit and intent, the only political 
questicn to which the Republican Party is sincerely 
devoted is that of protection, so called; that is, as in- 
ferpreted by the thira paragraph of the Saratoga 
plutiorm, the maintenance of the present tariff and 
the expenditure of whatever surpius it may give in 
the vague and illimitable direction of “ development 
of national resources” and the preservation of “the 
products of American labor and capital from foreign 
encroachments.” Aslam pursuaded no national 
evil has arisen, since slavery existed, equal to our 
present.tariff, I cannot support the Republican Party 
ln this State on this plattorm., 

The Democratic platform at Saratoga declared for 
“a reduction straightway of Federal taxation by a 
sum not less than $100,000,000,” for the removal of 
taxes ou the necessaries of life, and a vast addition 
to the free list, as well as for reform in the adminis- 
tration of our customs system as indicated in the 
meni bill. Such a plank commands my hearty ap- 
proval. 

On the civil service question the langnage of the 
Republican plattorm is goed, andjf I saw evidence 
of sincerity in the acts of the party on this issue, I 
should support it on this question én preference to 
the Democratic. In truth, what I do see constantly 
on the part of the Republican Party and leaders is 
an effort to use this issne tu gain a partisan aivantage 
over political opponents. The courses ot President 
Cleveland, which, in a word, has done wore than any 
aud all other infiuences, past or present, to promote 
this reform, is decried by Republicans who are still 
tat with the fruits of patronage after nearly three 
years of forced abstention, and of whom I could name 
scores who were members of the convention which 
adopted this excellent rubric of words. On the other 
hand, the Democratic Convention was free from the 
presence or inflnence of Federal officefholders—a 
sight not before seen in this State within my mem- 
ory in a convention of either party when in power— 
andits platform on this point, adopted after a sirug- 
cle in committee, is evidence to me of a great and 
sincere advance in the party, not a mere perfunctory 
plank of civil service reform adopted by practical 
spoilsmen, such as I think the utterance ef the 
Republican Convention is. 

On the temperance issue Iam better pleased with 
the declaration of the Democratie Convention for 
‘“‘a revised excise law” and against “all sumptuary 
laws,” than with the platitudes and juggling of the 
Republican plank. I am for high license, which the 
Republican Convention deliberately refused to in- 
dorse, lest it shoud offend voters. According to its 
platform, as annotated by Senator Evarts, the Re- 
Lublican Party has no views on the temperance ques- 
tion ere the desirability of getting votes. I 
should prefer anything to this. 

But, my dear Sir, platforms are not so expressive 
of character as acts. I ge in the Republican Party 
ot to-day, especially in New-York, as now led, little 
but a well-oiled machine, the sole remains of a once 
gereatand high-principled political party. Statmagnt 
nominis umbra. A discredited politician handed 
down from a period when politics were even more a 
trade than now, is the dictator ot the party to-day, 
his pet puppets our two United States Senators, 
whilé in all parts of the State the local leaders jump 
to the jerk of his string. In the Congressional dis- 
trict where Mr. Hiscock resides and presumably has 
paramonnt intiuence, the party disinters and nomi- 
nates for Congress a relic of the Canal Ring, while in 
another Republican stronghold a rank specimen of 
our legislative jobber is renominated for the State 
Sen —_ the choice lying between him and *Lo” Ses- 
sions 

These examples seem to me of diagnostic value; 
they indicate disease, as well as its nature, exten 
and progress.

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A VAST FIELD FOR REFORM 
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PUBLIC LAND FRAUDS. 
NEARLY 82,000,009 ACRES RESTORED TG 
THE PUBLIC DOMAIN SINCE MARCH 
A ap 
4, 1885—rrRAUDS STILL POSSIBLE. 
F WASHINGTON, Oct. 14.—Land Commissioners 
Sparks, in his annual report to the Secretary of the 
Interior, says, at the outset, that he has no word to 
recall that has hitherto been uttered tonching the 
aggravated misappropriations to which public lands 
have been subjected through improvident laws and 


ineflicient methods of administratton, and to which 


they are still exposed under the present wasteful 


and fraud-inspiring systems of disposal. The opera 
tions of the past year, as previously, have been com 
ducted under the discouragement of inadequate ap. 
propriations, but with the limited means at his dis. 
posal, he says, results have been achieved that con- 
firm the early statements of the vastness of this 
field of reform, the confines only of which have yet 
been fairly explored. 

The report shows that since March 4, 1385 
31,824,481 acres have been restored to the publig 
domain. The sales, entries, and selections of pub. 
lic lands under the various acts of Congress relat 
ing thereto for the fiscal year ended June 30, 1887, 
the details of which have already been published, 
embrace 25,111,400 acres, and of Indian lands 746,. 
637 acres, making a total of 25,858,038 acres; being 
an increase over the year 1886 of 3.733,474 acres, 
and an increase of 4,862,524 acres as compared with 
the fiscal year 1885. The receipts from the disposala 
of public lands are $10.783,921; frém sales of In. 
aian lands, $1,484,302—a total of $12,263,224, bein 
au increase, a3 compared with the year 1886, o 
$3,247,727, an increase of $3,648,625 as compared 
With the fiscal year 1885; to whichis to be added 
$5,291 received on acgount of timber depredationa 
and $12,493 received for certified copies of records 
furnished by the General Land Ojtice, making the 
fat receipts fur the year from all sources $12,239,. 

Here follows a statement of the progress of the 
public Surveys in the several public land States and 
ferritories: In Arizona no surveys have been 
made during the year. The attempt to develop ar. 
tesian wells for irrigating purposes, the report says, 
has proved a failure, and the best way to provide 
water is now consicered to be the “water storage” 
or reservoir plan, Touching tne character of sur. 
veys heretofore returned in this Territory, the Sur. 
veyor-General, in @ report to the Commissioner 
says: “It is conceded and susceptible of proof that 
there are hardly any existing evidences of the work 
executed as late ag 188%. Mvidence is accumulating 
in this office that the survey of a large biock of land. 
about SU miles in width and abeut 100 miles 
in length, surveyed under the deposit system fo1 
Uie Atlantic and Pacifie Hailread, has beer 
apse | done, if not criminally instigated. It has 
been notoriously commentéd upon by settlers ou 
this tract during the past year that the watering 
places are almost entirely on the railroad sections, 
A giance at the map of this survey will show con. 
clusively that if this is the case they were placed 
there by a system of illegal contraction or expansion 
by the deputies. I 
to have been sold or contracted for’ by the railroad 
authorities, so that a ljarge acreage of them are now 
held by what the law would class as innocent pur- 
chasers, when, in fact, if the skin was scratched it 
would probably be found that stockholders, Direct- 
ors, or their special friends were under the puncture. 
Large cattle companies are now the possessors of 
these lands, including Government lands, and there 
is a mysterious whispering as to the corporatorsand 
owners of the stock incident te corporations of this 
magnitude.” 

As to California, the Commissioner says that the 
greater part of the uusurveyed land that is regarded 
as surveyable is considered very valuable, cousist- 
ing of brushy hills, producing the best vines and 
choicest fruits, anda great demand exists for sur- 
veys of such lands. In Colorado considerable work 
has been done. The recommendation is renewed 
that an early investigation be made of alleged im- 
perfect and fraudulent surveys in the eastern part 
of the State. ‘There have been many applications by 
settlers for surveys in Dakota, but in View of the 
limited ee only $5,000 could be appor- 
tioned to that district. More than four-fifths of the 
territory of Idahois unsurveyed. The demand for 
surveys and for proportionate office facilities is in- 
creasing. The development of frandulent returns, 
says the Commissioser, of «wamp lands in surveys 
heretofore made in Minnesota renders a thorough 
examination of such lands in this State a matter of 
importance to the Government and to settlers. - 
Many complaints are made of defective surveys m 
Nevada. The Surveyor-General of New-Mexice re- 
ports that the demand for public surveys is con- 
stantiy growing. He says that many of the ola 
surveys are fraudulent or grossly inacenrate, and 
urges the necessity for their correetion. In Wyom- 
ing about 15,500,000 acres remain unsurveyed. A 
large proportion of the surveying returns are 
alleged to have been fraudulently rendered. Alle- 
gations of this character, says the Commissioner, 
‘have been received in great numbers. An appro-. 
,priation to cover the examinativn of such surveys 
-and for necessary resurveys, he says, is a matter of 
‘the highest public importance. A large proportion 
of the Surveyors-General recommend that rates for! 
survey be increased so that competent surveyors 
may be able to perform their work without calling 
‘on settlers for assistance. 

“The field examinations.” continues the report, 
“have developed fraudulent and defective surveys 
heretofore returned, to an extent which renders @ 
pesos the necessity for an inspection of all preced- 
ing surveys, and fully justifies the conclusion 
reached by this office to defer payment of accounts 
for past surveys until the trne character of the work 

‘shajl have been ascertained.” The report briefl 
reviews the work of the Surveyors-General of Ari- 
‘gona, California, and New-Mexicoin examining pri- 
vate land claims. About40 claims in New-Mexico 
were examined, and in nearly every instance the 
Surveyor-General recommends their rejection, prin- 
y on the ground of fraud or non-comphance with 
‘the law. Many were found to cover areas several 
times as large as that of the original grant. In dis- 
cussing the swamp land grants the Commissioner 
says that claims under these grants have alread 
reached the enormous amount of nearly 77,500. 
‘acres, and that patents have issued for nearly 56,745,- 
000 acres. During the past year, says the Cominission- 
er, swamp land claims have been made the subject of 
thorough investigation. These investigations, he 
says, have demonstrated the fact that many of them 
‘are fraudulent, the character of the land being mis- 
oe 
m the subject of the forfeiture of railroad land 
grants, the Commissioner quotes from his last an- 
nual report, andadds: “ lrenew the recommenda. 
tion that forfeiture} be declared in all cases in which 
the roads were not completed within the time and 
in the manner conditioned in the respective grants.” 

Of fraudulent land entyies, the Commissioner says 
that the investigations vf the past year have been 
satisfactory and thatin no previous year haseuch 
effective work been done. As a resuit, 2,312 entries, 
covering about 370,000 acres, were held for cancella- 
tion, and 1,153 entries, covering about 180,000 
acres, were canceled for fraud. This subject the 
Commissioner parsued at some length. @ says: 
“Such arecord of crime as that shown by itvesti- 
gations made by Special Agents during the last 
two years is rarely to be found Bold, 
reckless, and gigantic schemes to rob the 
Government of its lamds have been  dis- 
covered and exposed in every State and Ter- 
ritory containing public lands, and I think I can 
truthfull, — & in pik g | land district and count 
which a Special Agent has visited. Systematic ef- 
forts to mislead and corrupt entrymen in order that 
they might become instruments in defrauding the 
Government have been resorted to. Men of intelli- 

erce and high standing in the community, in many 

nstances millionaires, were the leaders in these un- 
lawful transactions. Over 5,000 cases have been 
discovered wherein perjury or subornation of per- 
jury wascommitted. In & majority of cases the 
officers before whom the proofs or other papers were 
executed, largely State and Territorial officers 
not directly responsible to the land department, 
were cognizant of the fraud or could have becom¢ 
so by ordinary diligence. While under improved 
regulations and more efiicient supervision the area 
of fraudulent entries is'gradually becoming circum- 
scribed, there still remains much te do, and the en- 
tire or general cessation of fraud cannot be expected 
so long as the facilities offered for its perpetration 
by existing laws are so great and the means pro- 
vided for their prevention are sosmall. Upward of 
10,000 unexamined cases are now on the files of this 
oflice in which fraud has been charged by affidavit or 
iuformation, or in which evidences of fraud are in- 
dicated. 

One thousand and eleven cases of timber drepreda. 
tions or timber trespass have been reported on dur 
ing the year, involving a value in timber and prod. 
uct therefrom amounting to $6,146,935, recover- 
able to the United States. The amount actually 
recovered during the year through judgments, fines, 
&o., is $128,642. The wholesale destruction of pub- 
lic timber on odd numbered sections of public lands, 
saya the Commissioner, within the granted limits 
of unconstructed railroads, continues to an alarm. 
ing extent. ; 

On the subject of “ Reform in the Public Land 
Laws” the Commissioner says: ‘‘ All efforts to se. 
cure @ reform in the land laws by a repeal or amend. 
ments of particular acts and provisions have failed 
through the opposition of interests at variance with 
preposed legisiation. I am satisfied that amend- 
ments in detail are impracticable. The time for 
tinkering has passed. Existing systems of disposal, 
fundamentally defective in the original instance, 
have become wholly unsuited to present condi. 
tions. What is needed, in my opinion, is an 
entire reformation of existing laws, retaining 
an absolute homestead law and  obsoleting 
all other forms of disposal of agricult- 
ural lands. Actual residence, improvement, and 
cultivation for the homestead period of five years, 
should be the exclusive condition of acquiring title 
to such lands. It would also appear that the time 
has arrived when the privileges of appropriating 

nblic lands should be confined to citizens ef the 

nited States. The mineral laws should be se 
amended as to preserve the public right of min. 
eral exploration to citizens of the United States, and 
to prevent amonopoly of native mineral wealth by 
individuals and corporations.” 

The Commissioner in his estimates for the next 
fiscal year asks for an increase of 49 permanent 
clerks and employes, and 125 temporary. clerks to 
bring up work in arrears and to revide for the 
adjustment of railroad grants, Indian allotinents, 
&c. This increase, he says, is nearly 100 less than 
ia really needed it the whole volume of work is to be 
speedily brought up.and kept up to current demands, 
Wis estimates for the fiscal year 1889 and the 
present appropriations are giveu as follows:

It is to be kept in mind that the ¢@ntro- 
~versy over the jurisdiction of the waters of 
Behring Sea has not yet passed beyond the 
Department of Justice, and the Govern- 
ment cannot be said to have taken any posi- 
tion on the subject. The seal-fishing mo- 
nopoly known as the Alaska Commercial 
Company is of course anxious to have juris- 
diction asserted over the whole sea, and it 
has great influence with the authorities 
in Alaska. The Treasury Department in 
making seizures and the Department of 
Justice in prosecuting the cases have as- 
sumed that the limits of Alaska, within 
which the taking of seals by any one but 
the Commercial Company is prohibited, 
correspond to the limitations set down in 
the treaty of cession with Russia, without 
Tregard to the general principles of jurisdic- 
tion on the seas. The Supreme Court is yet 
to be heard from on the question, and the 
State Department has as yet taken no posi- 
tion. When the time comes no doubt the 
subject will be dealt with in accordance 
with generally recognized principles. 


One moral of the much-discussed munici- 
pal election at Newark last Tuesday is that 
a party has nothing to gain by refusing to 
take a positive stand on any question in 
which the people are interested. The Re- 
publican candidate for Mayor was defeated 
by the Law and Order League in alliance 
with the Prokibitionists. The special ob- 
ject of the league is to secure the closing of 
liquor saloons on Sunday, and the Repub- 
lican Convention refused to take any posi- 
tion on that question through fear of alien- 
ating the German vote. As the law distinctly 
provides for the closing of saloons on Sun- 
day, it is the plain duty of the authorities to 
execute it, and it required very little cour- 
age to favor its execution. It is difficult to 
see what practical end the Prohibitionists 
and the Law and Order League have gained 
in securing the election of a Democratic 
Mayor who does uot pretend to favor clos- 
ing the saloons on Sunday, but they are 
probably content with teaching the Repub- 
licans a lesson in practical politics. 


The Minnesota Railroad Commissioners 
have been moved by the accounts of the 
collision at Kouts to reprimand the com- 
panies operating roads in that State for 
having failed thus far to place fire extin- 
guishers in their cars. The law requires 
the companies to equip passenger cars with 
extinguishers, and it should be enforced, 
but how could fire extinguishers so placed 
be of any service after acollision like that 
at Kouts? There the cars were all badly 
wrecked, and if there had been extin- 
guishers in them they would have been 
crushed or made useless. Even if they 
had not been disabled, neither the impris- 
pned passengers nor those who escaped 
would have been able to reach and operate 
them. It is curious that the Minnesota 
‘Commissioners in their warning circular 
‘say nothing about the use of stoves. They 
might at least have recommended the sub- 
stitution of steam heat from the locomotive 
for these instruments of torture. The vic- 
‘tims of the collision at Kouts perished be- 
‘cause there were stoves in the cars, and not 
‘because the cars carried no extinguishers.

The ‘Personal Liberty Party,” which 
proposes to see that its members support no 
legislative candidate who will not pledge 
‘himself to vote for a law authorizing the 
‘gelling of beer and wine after 2 P. M. on

Sunday, is likely to find that its uxtque 
method of wire-pulling is as availavle to 
others as to itself. The clergy of the State 
have been aroused by the attitude of the 
Germans, and in Albany they have already 
taken steps to checkmate the Personal Lib- 
erty Party. A conference has been held, 
made up of ministers of every congregation, 
including the Roman Catholics, at which 
it was decided to call on all church mem- 
bers to array themselves against the advo- 
cates of Sunday beer. The church people 
are to be-called on to refuse to vote for any 
candidate who will not pledge himself to 
support the present law prohibiting the 
opening of salvons on Sunday, and they are 
quite as likely to respond to the call of 
their Pastors as the Germans are to answer 
the appeal of the Personal Liberty Party. 
Thus pressed between two opposing 
fires the unfortunate candidate for the Leg- 
islature in the coming election is likely to 
have an uncomfortable time of it. It is 
more than possible, however, that the 
action of the church people may serve as 
an antidote to the movement of the Ger- 
mans, and that the man who refuses to 
pledge himself to either party may thus be 
enabled to slip in between the candi- 
dates over which the beer drinkers and the 
advocates of Sunday closing are fighting. 





As was to be expected. Mr. CHAUNCEY M. 
DEPEW repudiates the alarmist predictions 
attributed to him by a St. Louis paper. 
His remarks about Western real estate 
‘* booms,” which every man of sense sees to 
be unhealthy and likely to lead to local 
collapses, were perverted and applied on a 
scale altogether beyond his intention. 
Mr. Depew is too level-headed to indulge 
in such wild talk as was attributed to him, 
and he regards the present prosperity of the 
country as exceptionally solid. 

Gen. BOULANGER may pose as a martyr 
before the Radicals in view of his present 
suspension from the command of the Thir- 
teenth Corps, but his conduct in the Caf- 
farel affair has been a mistake through- 
out, if no worse. He seems to have supposed 
that his popularity in Paris was still so 
great that he only needed to criticise Gen. 
FERRON, his successor as War Minister, for 
his manner of dealing with the decoration 
scandal in order to produce a great outburst 
of sentiment in his own favor, compared 
with which the original question of the 
culpability of CAFFAREL would fade into in- 
significance. But the actual sentiment pro- 
voked at the capital by his course was 
mainly one of indignation. An offense 
against the public honor had been commit- 
ted, and the only tone which Gen. BOULAN- 
GER could have assumed with propriety 
would have been one of profound chagrin, 
unaccompanied by the intrusion of ques- 
tions relating to his own personality. In- 
stead of that, he saw in Gen. FERRON’S 
action only a blow aimed at himself. He 
shows a great facility for blundering in his 
efforts to keep himself continually before 
the public. 


The Madrid Government has fully appre- 
ciated the real nature of the troubles at 
Ponapi in proposing not only to exempt 
the American missionaries from any punish- 
ments its troops may inflict on the in- 
surgents, but even to indemnify them for 
their grievances. Probably, also, the island- 
ers themselves will not be so strictly called 
to account for their revolt as under ordi- 
nary circumstances. Spain does not forget 
that the Department of State at Washing- 
ton notified her long ago that, should her 
sovereignty be recognized in the Carolines, 
the American mission must be respected. 
The arrest of the Rev. Mr. DOANE was an 
outrage for which the Spanish Governor of 
Ponapi paid with his life, and the Madrid 
authorities had already decided in Mr. 
Doanre’s favor when the insurrection broke 
out. Spain is under greatobligations to the 
American missionaries who have been en- 
gaged for thirty years in civilizing the Car- 
olines, and have thus made them more 
valuable to Spain and the world than they 
otherwise would have been. 


THE SALE OF NOMINATIONS. 

The Evening Post, from what it declares to 
be accurate ‘inside information,” which 
was also in our possession, gives the follow- 
ing schedule of assessments which leaders 
of the two Democratic organizations of 
this city have arranged for the candidates 
for the principal public offices to pay as 
the price of their nominations:

This means that a candidate for Judge of 
the Supreme Court must pay considerably 
more than a year’s salary toward the ex- 
penses of a political party as the condition 
of being presented for the suffrages of the 
people. If he is unable or unwilling to pay, 
no matter what his merits may be, he can- 
not be the candidate of the party. The Sur- 
rogate and District Attorney must pay more 
than a year’s salary, though the term of the 
latter is only three years and the salary 
hardly adequate to the service required, 
Though the Controller is elected for only 
three years and is paid an annual salary of 
$10,000, his assessment is set down at 
$25,000, though we understand that $40,- 
000 is demanded of him. This is doubtless 
because he derives certainemoluments from 
the collection of the collateral inheritance 
tax, and perhaps because he is supposed to 
have the opportunity to make something 
for himself in handling the city’s funds. 
But on what principle can a candidate for 
the Senate, who, if elected, will receive 
only a salary of $1,500 a year for a term of 
two years, be called upon to pay $5,000 
for his nomination, and an Assemblyman 
precisely the amount of his salary? Is 
it not distinctly implied that he is in 
some way to make a _ corrupt profit 
out of his office as a representa- 
tive of the people, chosen to make 
laws for their benefit? And is not the 
whole system of assessing candidates,

aside from its being an actual sale of nomi- 
nations anda means of drawing from tho 
public Treasury the funds required for party 
purposes, a direct encouragemengé to corrup- 
tion in public office? Moreover, does it not 
give a decided preference for pxblic prefer- 
ment to those who are devoid of honorable 
sensitiveness and likely to prove unscru- 
pulous, and virtually shut out the most 
high-minded citizens? 

But what is the excuse for putting 
up nominations for sale in this manner? 
Mr. Witit1amM M. Ivins, in his book on 
‘*Machine Politics and Money in Elections 
in New-York City,” says that each of the 
Democratic organizations usually distrib- 
utes from $75 to $100 at each of the 812 
polling places in the city on election day. 
This is nominally to pay men who distrib- 
ute ballots and look after the interests of 
candidates. If the maximum figures are 
taken, cver $162,000 is expended for 
this purpose, which at $5 a day for 
cach man would employ more than 
32,000 persons. Each of these men will of 
course be expected to vote for the ticket he 
is engaged in peddling, and the force is in 
itself about one-fourth of the Democratic 
voters of the city, who are thus practically 
hired and paid for their votes. Whether 
the force actually employed is so great or 
not, there is no doubt that fully that num- 
ber of votes are secured by the distribution 
of thisfund. Then there is the expense of 
printing and folding the ballots, which Mr. 
Ivins put at $25.000 for each of the organ- 
izations, besides the cost of public meetings, 
committees, &c. 

A considerable portion of these expenses, 
which are regarded by politicians as “‘ legit- 
imate,” are really for the purpose of direct 
and indirect corruption of the ballot box. 
It is, of course, necessary to have ballois 
printed and distributed, and it is this neces- 
sity that serves as the pretext and the cover 
for this practice of raising a large party 
fund and of imposing assessments upon 
candidates. But a great deal more 
money is raised and _ used, nominal- 
ly for this purpose, than is at all 
necessary. But none ought to be necessary 
at all, and if the necessity were removed 
this enormous evil might be speedily reme- 
died. The printing and distribution of 
ballots should be paid for asa public ex- 
pense, and@if the English method of furnish- 
ing ballots containing the names of all the 
candidates, the voter setting a mark against 
the one for whom he votes, were adopted, 
the whole work of distribution would be 
simplified and no man’s vote would be 
bought by hiring him to work at the polls. 

But whatever the system, the practice of 
assessing candidates isa most vicious and 
corrupting one. It has a corrupting effect 
upon the candidates themselves, and itis 
used asameans of corrupting voters. It 
stands in the way of the nomination of 
pure and upright men, and gives an advan- 
tage to those having money, whether hon- 
orably or dishonorably gained. It gives to 
a political machine the control of a number 
of votes, which makes itextremely difficult to 
dislodge it from power, however corrupt its 
course may be, and it enables the poli- 
ticians to distribute offices among them- 
selves at the expense of the people, and 
they are therefore interested in perpetuat- 
ing the system. It can only be got rid of 
when the people fully appreciate its enor- 
mous evils and are sufficiently aroused to 
overthrow the machines which are sup- 
ported by it and which will use all their 
power to maintain it. 


LAND JOBBERY EXPOSED. 


In the last two years and a half the Gen- 
eral Land Office has restored to the public 
domain more acres of land than there are 
in the State of New-York. This is perhaps 
the most prominent fact set forth in the an- 
nual report of Commissioner SPARKS, and 
it accounts in great measure for the abuse 
which has been poured out upon him from 
day to day by the organs of land 
jobbers. This land has been restored to 
the public domain for settlement. It 
has been reclaimed from those who had 
procured it by fraud or were holding it 
without authority of law. The officers who 
have reclaimed it do not have the good-will 
of the corporations and men who have been 
forced to give it up, nor do the jobbers who 
are still in possession of other lands to 
which they have no honest title and which 
they may be compelled to surrender con- 
template with pleasure the activity of those 
who propose to call them to account. 

The report is one of great importance to 
the people. While so large a tract has been 
reclaimed, itis shown that the Land Office 
has only begun the work which ought to 
be done. Asthe Commissioner says, “the 
confines only” of the field “have yet been 
fairly explored.” Fraud has been discov- 
ered in every direction. The Territories 
are covered by fraudulent surveys by means 
of which the Nation has been robbed of 
money or of choice land. There have been 
great frauds in swamp lands and in the so- 
called Spanish grants of the Southwest. 
Under the laws devised to facilitate the 
acquisition of farms by honest settlers 
there has been no end of jobbery. The 
Commissioner says: 

‘Such a record of crime as that shown by in- 
vestigations made by Special Agents during the 
last two years is rarely to be found. Bold, reck- 
less, and gigantic schemes to rob the Govern- 
ment of the lands nave been discovered and ex- 
posedin every State and Territory containing 
public lands, and [ think I can truthfully say in 
every land district and county which a Special 
Agent has visited. Systematic effortsto mislead 

and corrupt entrymen in order that they might 
become instruments in defrauding the Govern- 
ment have been resorted to. Men of intelll- 
gence and high standing in the community, in 
many instances millionaires, were the leaders in 
these unlawful transactions. Over 5,000 cases 


have been discovered wherein perjury or sub- 
orpation of perjury was committed.” 


It isthe Commissioner’s opinion that the 
pre-emption, timber-culture, and desert-land 
laws should be repealed, because in no 
other way can such frauds be prevented. 
But the homestead law should be retained. 
Unfortunately Congress, owing to the oppo- 
sition of interested persons, has repeatedly 
refused to act in accordance with recom- 
mendations like those now presented. Con- 
gress has also refused to furnish the Land 
Office with men enough and money enough 
to unearth allof the indicated frauds and 
pursue the thieves to conviction. 

At the coming session the appeals of the 
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Commissioner for sapport should not be 
ignored. The influence of land-grant rail- 
road companies, cattlée-ranch syndicates, 
Spanish-grant claimants, alien land grab- 
bers, and others who have undertaken to 
rob the people cf their heritage should not 
be permitted to prevent the complete ex- 
posure of fraud on the public domain and 
the effective prosecution of the guilty. The 
annual reports of Commissioner SPARKS and 
his Republican predecessor, Commissioner 
MCFARLAND, present an astounding array 
of facts, and it is disgraceful that these 
facts have not compelled heroic treatment 
on the part of Congress for the reclamation 
and preservation of the Nation’s land. 
Those reports and the recotramendations 
contained in them demand the careful at- 
tention of Representatives. 





ONIROLLER LOEW. 

Straightforward denials or clear disproof 
of THE TIMEs’s statements would serve 
Controller Lorw much better than the 
evasive and quibbling defense made by 
his friends and himself. A man with a 
clear record generally meets squarely 
charges made against him. Controller Loew 
has not done so. We yesterday morning 
asked Mr. Lozw this question: “Has Mr. 
E. 8. Goopsy, cashier of the company, [the 
Manufacturers and Builders’ Insurance 
Company, of which Mr. LoEwis President, ] 
a relative of LOEW, ever sent his per- 
sonal check to any city official, drawn 
to the latter’s personal order, for 
rebate of insurance?’ The Controller 
replies in this way, as his words are 
reported in an evening paper: ‘‘No check 
was ever paid by any city official on the in- 
surance of any of the city’s property.” It is 
unnecessary to say that this does not meet 
our question. In fact, Mr. Loew cannot 
truthfully meet it save by confession that 
Mr. GoopBy’s checks have been so sent. 

Mr. LoEw also denied that. the contract 
for the work of Section 12 of the aqueduct 
was given to O’BRIEN & CLARK in execu- 
tive session of the Aqueduct Commission. 
Any one who will take the trouble to con- 
sult the Secretary’s minutes of the meet- 
ing of Jan. 28, 1886, published in the 
City Record of Feb. 5, will see that 
the bids were canvassed in executive 
session, and in that session the minds of the 
Commissioners were made up, for when the 
doors were opened nothing was left to be 
done but the formal awarding of the con- 
tract. It was at once given to CLARK & 
O’BRIEN, after Mayor GrRAcE had moved 
that it be awarded to RopGERS & Co., the 
lowest bidders, and Controller Loew had 
given such reasons as he thought it prudent 
to give for voting in favor of O’BRIEN & 
CLARK, 

But the most impudent statement made 
in behalf of the Controller is that pub- 
lished yesterday morning in denial of an 
assertion that this contract was afterward 
sublet by O’BrRiEN & CLARK to PETERSON 
& Co. for $30,000 less than the city must 
actually pay for the work. The statement 
is that ‘O’Brien & CLARK have been paid 
and are still being paid for all work 
done under that contract.” That is no 
doubt true, for the commission cannot 
recognize a sub-contractor. But JOHN 
O’BRIEN himself admitted to our reporter 
that his firm had sublet the contract to 
PETERSON & Co. The last-named firm get 
their money through the original con- 
tractors, after the $30,000 said to have 
been used to pay the debts of the Demo- 
cratic State Committee has been deducted.

THE CHICAGO MILITARY CAMP, 

The portion of the prolonged interna- 
tional encampment at Chicago which had 
been most relied upon for attracting the 
attention of visitors, including the compet- 
itive drillsjand the sham fights, has already 
passed, and the enterprise cannot be said to 
have reached the degree of success hoped 
for by its projectors. The camp is under 
excellent management, Col. Henry M. 
Buack, United States Army, having been 
assigned to take charge of it. It also has 
the advantage of the presence of four com- 
panies of the Twenty-third Infantry, a light 
battery of the Fourth Artillery, and a troop 
of the First Cavalry. In the practice ma- 
neeuvres regular officers have taken part. 
Since the enterprise was undertaken in con- 
nection with Chicago’s celebration of her 
fiftieth municipal anniversary, it was able 
to secure a large pecuniary guarantee and 
other forms of aid, which enabled the man- 
agers of the enterprise to go to much ex- 
pense in endeavoring to secure the presence 
of foreign military visitors. 

But while the idea of an international en- 
campment may be novel and striking, it has 
been extremely difficult to carry out. Al- 
though aided by the State Department in 
making known the project throughout 
Europe, an industrious drumming up of re- 
cruits from across the ocean has produced, 
we believe, less than a hundred officers and 
men, nearly or quite all of whom are from 
Norway, Sweden, and Denmark. The dif- 
ficulty of obtaining the authorization of 
most countries for the absence of even a few 
of their troops has been shown by experi- 
ence. It is doubtful whether any attempt 
would have been made to give the camp an 
‘international’ character could the slender 
result actually achieved have been foreseen. 
The experienge had even with the few for- 
eign troops who are at Chicago is not 
wholly agreeable. They complained of the 
steamer accommodations which they sup- 
posed to have been provided for them, and 
have since appeared at aloss to know for 
what purpose they have been brought over 
atall. They take no part in the competitive 
drills and are merely guests and spectators. 
The chief manager made a mistake at the 
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outset in his annouacement that no colored 
companies would be received, while the 
judicious recall of this decision by the other 
managers in turn may have offended some 
persons. With the exception of a rifle team 
from Maryland, some troops from Louis- 
ville, and perhaps a few others, there is no 
representation from the South, in which 
competitive drills most flourish. There is 
little if any representation from the East, 
except for the rifle contests. The total 
number of troops also falls far below what 
had been expected. 

But Chicago’s experience in this form of 
enterprise is not peculiar. The expenses of 
a competitive drill camp, with the liberal 
prizes offered, are always very great, and 
can only be mef, where the admission fees 
of spectators are relied upon, by an enor- 
mous attendance. Large crowds have at- 
tended the sham battles at Chicago, but 
there is no expectation of making a finan- 
cial success of the encampment, so great 
has been the outlay. The rifle contests, 
which are still to go on, are likely to be of 
an unusually good character, although they 
may not interest a very large number of 
people,

OPERA BOUFFE AT THE STAR. 

Suppé’s operetta ‘‘Fatinitza” was given 
at the Star Theatre by the Maurice Grau Opera 
Company last evening for the firat ‘time in 
French in this country. There is a significance 
in the fact of this work’s being introauced into 
the French repertory. It means that Parisian 
Managers and singers have awakened to the 
fact that it is too good to be ignored by them. 
No changes of importance have been made in 
the Gallic libretto, which is, on the whole, well 
made. The musicis preserved in its entirety 
and this is well, tor there are good grounds for 
questioning whether there is any music in the 
entire range of operetta, which is as good 
as that of ‘Fatinitza.” Certainly none sur- 
passes it. It is easily Suppé’s master- 
piece, and he is the foremost composer 
of this class of work. 1t was a pleasure to hear 
the familiar numbers once more. Their virility 
and dash are as fresh to-day as they were when 
the operetta was first made known. The work 


has never been successful here in English, but 
this is surely owing to the wretched adaptations 
to which the American public has been treated. 
A dozen operettas might be named, which, with 
clever books have succeeded without half the 
good music of “ Fatinitza.” The performance of 
this pleasing production last évening was in 
some respects enjoyable. Mile. Julie Bennati 
was in good voice and sang the music of Vladi- 
inir with excellent etfect. M. Mezieres was de- 
lightfully amusing as the stormy old General, 
though not gifted with the necessary voice. 
Outside of the work of these two people 
there was not a creditable feature in 
the entire performance. It would be pleus- 
ant to make a different statement; but 
it would be a solemnn fabrication. M., 
Guernsy, as the reporter, was positively stupid, 
and M. Tony was neither funny nor musical in 
that delightful part, the Pasha. Mille. Nordall 
looked well and sang vigorously out of tune 
as the Princess, and M. Stephen only tolerable 
as Stcipan. The chorus was frequently ont of 
tune, and nearly always out of time, and the 
orchestra was unable to join couclusions with 
the choral body. Now that the season of the 
company in this city isatan end, it may be as 
well to say that there is but little room in New- 
York for French opera bouffe as at present 
given. The organizations brought here from 
abroad with the delicate odor of the Parisian 
theatres clinging to their skirts cannot hope to 
compete with any shadow of success against the 
local comic opera companies. We hare an 
abundance of younger, prettier, and more 
accomplished singers tban the worn-out 
French prime donne who “consent” to 
come to America. Our comedians are 
auite as funny, and some of them can sing. And 
we have choristers who not only are able to sing 
but do not, from their appearance, suggest to 
the audience the grave necessity of a theatrical 
pension system. The resident French popula- 
tion goes to opera boufte just as piously as it 
swallows direful concoctions of logw from 
Paris rather than good California claret, and it 
applauds with equal enthusiasm the squawking 
of a tenor who never had @ voice and the mur- 
murs ofa prima donna who has a little left. But 
the American, population of this thriving me- 
tropolis will have none of it. This is one of the 
musical centres of the world and the public 
wants a little singing in its opera, and it is going 
to have it. M. Durand and other impresarios 
who have opera bouffe plans in mind should 
bear these facts in mind, and let them grow un- 
til they crowd the opera bouffe out. Without a 
Tostee or an Aimée to save it, opera bouffe, in 
the classic language of the day, must go. 


GOV. MENERY’S CAMPAIGN. 


OPENED WITH SPEECHES WHICH ARE 
SHARPLY CRITICISED, 

NEwW-ORLEANS, Oct. 14.—Gov. McEnery 
and his party inaugurated their campaign yes- 
terday at Monroe, the home of the Governor. 
Speeches were made by the Governor, Senators 
Gibson and Eustis, and Collector-General and 
Treasurer Burke. Gov. McEnery devoted a great 
portion of his speech to the classification of the 
-bulldozers in the previous Democratic campaign, 
which was interpreted as the keynote of the 
campaign. He bitterly attacked Nicholis, and 


said the latter had, during his term of office, 

sought to obliterate the color line. The Pica- 

— analyzes the indiscreet speeches of Mc- 
nery and Eustis as follows: 

“The Governor’s fiercest attack upon Gen. Nicholls 
was upon the ground that the latter had shown him- 
self too conservative—not sutliciently aggressive. 
In plain terms, Gov. McEnery took the position that 
the maintenance of the supremacy of the white race 
in Louisiana is impossible unless colored citizens of 
the State are denied,the enjoyment of the civil rights 
Geserees to them by the Constitution of the 

nited States and the Constitution of this State. He 
went into particulars and told precisely how the 
= was done. The country is given to under- 
stand that what has been done must be done 
again; that we cannot safely permit the colored 
citizens of this State to ay their political 
rights. The argument was distinctly and explicitly 
made against Gen. Nicholls’s candidacy that he 
could not be relied upon to secure the supremacy of 
the white race by suppressing the suifrage of the 
colored people. In other words, they contended that 
Gen. Nicholls would not be a safe Governor because 
he is not a bulidozer. That was the gravamen of 
their criticism, and they meant nothing else. 

“What are we to think of the desperation of an of- 
fice seeker who has thus supplied every enemy and 
detractor of the South in the North with such rich 
store of campaign material? Hitherto when Hepub- 
licans have ventured to charge the things yesterday 
openly confessed by the Governor of this State and 
by a United States Senator from this state Demo- 
crats both North and South have denounced the ac- 
cusation as fajse, and have upbraided those who 
uttered it for stirring up sectional and race strife 
and for ‘waving the bloody shirt.’ But now the 
Governor of a Southern State himself waves the 
bloody shirt. Now a United States Senator from 
Louisiana waves the bloody shirt. When here- 
after we undertake to refute the charge of our ene- 
mies how can we meet the confessious of our pro- 
fessed friends ?”’

THE CHARTER WILL NOT BE FILED. 
AUSTIN, Texas, Oct. 14.—A foreign corpo- 
ration, the Matador Land and Cattle Company, 
incorporated in Scotland with a capital of 
£400,000, having applied for the filing of its 
charter to do business in the State, the Secre- 
tary of State refers 1t to the opinion of Attorney- 
General Hogg, who holds, in an elaborate ruling, 
that the State comity does not extend so far that 
a State will allow a foreign corporation to exer- 
cise any extraordinary franchise or do an act 


contrary to the laws or the public policy of the 
State as indicated by its legislation. Tunis com- 
pany certainly proposes to exercise extraordinary 
franchises not compatible with the public policyof 
this State in its prime purpose to own and im- 
prove land. It would hardly be reasonable that 
foreign corporations should acquire or main- 
tain more than the ordinary privileges of do- 
mestic ones. A domestic corporation could not 
charter for the purpose of purchasing and own- 
ing real estate in Texas when such is their main 
purpose. He cites laws to justify his view that 
the Legislature did not intend to discriminate in 
favor of foreign corporations or to admit that 
class of companies whose organization and pur- 
pose both portend evileffects upon the policy of 
the State,and are clearly repugnant to public 
interests. He advises the Secretary of State not 
to file the charter of the Matador Land and Cat- 
tle Company.

AN INVENTION FOR WINDMILLS.

Before the 
world is many generations older more attention 
will have to be given to the question of yoking 
the great forces of nature to our machinery, and 
utilizing the enormous energy of the winds, 
waves, and tides, not to mention water power 
and the direct radiation from thesun. Ourstore 
of available coal will doubtiesa last-for many a 
long day to come, but we ought not to forget 
that we are arace of spendthirifts, living on our 
capital, and that we must not miss any oppor- 
tunity of economizing the limited reseurces uf

INFORMATION FOR COIN COLLECTORS. 
From the Philadelphia Record, Oet. 14, 

For the information of numismatists, col- 
lectors of coins, coin dealers, &c., Director of 
the United States Mint Kimball has prepared a 
circular giving definitions of technical terms 
used in mint regulations, and other useful ex- 
planations of coinage matters. A coin is said to 
be “proof” when it is specially struck by hand 
press, instead of by steam press, from a polished 
planchet, and a “proof set’ is a complete set of 
proofs of current coins. A “ pattern piece” is 
an early specimen or proof from a newly 
adopted coinage die or dies. An impression in 
soft metal to test an experimental die is called 
a “trial piece.” When a piece is struck from. 
regular dies On experimental metal or alloy, or 
from experimental dies with experimental le- 
gends, devices, or designs, it is denominated an 
“experimental piece.” Trial and experimental 

ieces, struck for mint purposes only, cannot 
© issued, circulated, or sold. Pieces popularly 
known as restrikes, false metal pieces, and 
metallic replicas, or copies, are prohibited by 
the Revised Statutes. Proof and pattern pieces 
are sold by the Superintendent of the Mint. The 
Superintendent will furnish, without charge, @ 
pattern piece to any incorporated numismatic 
society in the United States. In such cases, if 
the pattern be in gold or silver the value of the 
metal will be required.

THE PRESIDENTIAL 
AT MEMPHIS. 
{INCIDENTS OF THE JOURNEY FROM 
KANSAS CITY--MEMPHIS CROWDED 
WITH ENTHUSIASTIC PEOPLE. 

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., Oct. 14.—The Presi- 
dent's special train, preceded by a pilot train, 
passed here at 5:10 this morning. The pas- 
sengers were all asleep. A crowd of 200 or 300 
persons was at the station to see the train. 
Engines and conductors were ohanged here, 
put the transfer was made just outside the 
town, and the train passed the station without 
stopping. Ths trainmen report that people 
“were up and waiting for the train at all the sta- 
tions during the night. 

RAVENDEN, Ark., Oct. 14.—The day is 
\bright and the temperature is moderate. Since 
the ‘passage of the Ozark Mountain early this 
morning the Presidential train has been run- 
ning through a sparsely settled region, offering 
little in the way of popular demonstration. An 
‘opportunity is offered to examine and enjoy the 
good things found in the well chosen library of 
‘the Alfaratta, an opportunity of which the 
Jadies are taking the full advantaxe. The 
\President bade good-bye to the Northwest, 
‘regretting. that his stay had been brief, 
\that his flight fiom point to point had 


‘een made so hastily, and that so. many things 
of interest had been left unseen. No sign of 
malevolence or even the slightest intentional 
discourtesy has inanifested itself. He is now 
entering the South in response to the pressing 
Invitations of the people, the municipalities, 
pnd the State authorities, assured of the limtt- 
less hospitality for which Southern people are 
celebrated. Though seclusion and rest have 
sometimes been secured only at the point of 
the bayonet, the members of the party have 
preserved their good health and all arose this 
morning in excellent spirits. The train crossed 
the Arkansas line from Missouri at 9:45, the 
party being then at breakfast. 


Hoxie, Ark., Oct. 14.—The floral trophies 
pf this forenoon’s ride are one little bunch of 
olden-rod pinned in a piece of pink-tinted paper 
ascribed for the President and his wife. It was 
handed to the President by a tow-headed miss 
of 18 at a water tank stopping place. The Pres- 
jdent expressed a wish to stop at Mark Tree, 

rk., in compliance with a quaint invitation he 
as just received signed Dave Hawkins. It 
promises a hearty aud novel reception, repre- 
senting the wild West, whici, it says, will be an 
enjoyable change from the grand parades 
with music which have been his experience 
thus far. “Bill West,” the letter continues, 
“is hustling to get all his hunting 
equipments to make a display to meet your ob- 
servation. If the train does not stop at our sta- 
tion please let us ‘have a glimpse of you, for 
Presidents seldom come through these parts.” 
The time will. not permit a stop, but the 
President will be upon the platform of 
his car and see the novelties offered. 
At half a dozen points this morning 
there have been gatherings of from 100 to 
300 people whose tumultuous greetings have 
been most courteously acknowledged by the 
President and Mrs. Cleveland. At one pointa 
company of lancere was drawn upin line with 
arms at present, and at another where the loco- 
metive was coaied the natives had an oppor- 
‘tunity to shake the President’s hand.

The cabin of the steamer had been hand- 
somely and elaborately decorated by the ladies 
of the city and neightoring country, baskets of 
flowers having been sent as far as 100 wiles 
for the occasion. On board the boat were 100 
or more of the representative citizens and abofit 
25 ladies. When the President and party 
alighted from their train they were escorted to 
the boat and given a hearty welcome. The

the police and military. Finally, a passage 
was cleared and the distinguished visitors drove 
away amid the plaudits of the crowd. The city 
ls wild with enthusiasm, and to-night 75,000 
people are assembled on the river front, where a 
flisplay of fireworks is being given. It is esti- 
mated that there are 100,000 strangers in the 
city and more are expected to-morrow. To- 
night at 10 the President vas presented to the 
Jacksonian Club, a Democratic organization, 
the 800 members of which wore white hats and 
carried hickory sticks.

RUMORS ‘OF MISCARRIED DIS- 
PATCHES FROM GARRETT. 
BALTIMORE AND OHIO’S PRESIDENT SAID 
TO BE PREPARING A STATEMENT— 

DOUBTING THE ROAD'S STANDING. 

BALTIMORE, Oct. 14.—Railroaa circles 
were perturbed to-day by rumors of a coming 
bombshell. It was impossible to get any official 
information, but, according to the winged re- 
ports, the statement that Robert Garrett is now 
said to be preparing will be the greatest sensa- 
tion of the year. Itis ail about the sale of the 
telegraph to Jay Gould. Mr. Garrett's opposi- 
tion to that sale is well known. 

It is now reported that the result was reached 
by means that were crooked, to say the least— 
in other words, that Mr. Garrett was not only 
dumrounded when he heard of the sale, but 
that his astonishment was intensified when he 
heard that certain cablegrams of vital impor- 
tance, which he had sent while the deal was 
pending, did not reach those for whom they 
were intended, and that the negotiations were 
concluded in consequence. The reports also 
deal with other matters, such as estrangement 
between Mr. Garrett and some of his close 
friends. Noone knew anything positive about 
the rumors, but they were so general that they 
gained considerable credence. Vice-President 
Spencer knew nothing of them. He did state, 
however, that the Western Union will take 
charge of the Baltimore and Ohio Telegraph at 
midnight to-morrow. New-York orders have 


helped to keep Baltimore and Ohio stock up. It 
sold to-day at 113. 

The loss of the Baltimore and Ohio dividend 
this year has created a very strong feeling here. 
The Hambietons, who have stood very close to 
the Garretts, and who have furnished trust- 
worthy important information about the vari- 
ous deals, will say this to-morrow: 

When the financial management of the Balti- 
more and Ohio Compaoy was handed over to the 
Drexel-Morgan syndicate it was admitted that 
a large floating debt then existed, but to what 
amount has never been officially stated. It 
was supposed, however, that the _ sale 
of the express and telegraph would yield 
an amount ‘which would go far toward 
liquidating the pressing debt of the com- 
pany. These assets have been realized on, and 
yet we still hear of the $10,000,000 (5,000,000 
bonds and $5,000,000 preferred stock) which 
the syndicate is expected to negotiate for the 
benefit of the company. If the Drexel-Morgan 
syndicate und the Managers of the Baltimore 
and Ohio Company desire to restore confidence, 
they must makea full statement of the affairs 
of the company and that speedily. It is best to 
know the worst and not to leave to conjecture 
the condition of the finances of the company 
which, in the absence of information, may be 
considered in a worse condition than they really 
are. It is generally conceded that, as the in- 
ducement to pay a dividend was so great, the 
determination to pass it must have been due to 
serious causes and the stockholders are anx- 
iously considering why no dividend is forth- 
coming and how long it may be before the 
payment of dividends can be resumed. 

** Without further assurance than the fact that 
the Drexel-Morgan syndicate is willing to guar- 
antee the negotiation of $5,000,000 general 
mortgage bonds and $5,000,000 preferred stock, 
it is sufticient evidence that all of the direct in-

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 14.—The Reading re- 
construction Trustees to-day unanimously rati- 
fied the terms of settlement agreed upon by 
President Corbin and W. H. Kemble, as a repre- 
sentative of the holders of the unassented first 
series fives. This removes the last obstacle to 
reorganization without foreclosure, and aspeedy 
reconstruction will follow. Of the $117,000,000 
of Reading securities $116,127.776 are now as- 
sented to the reorganization plans, and, includ- 
ing tne securities of the Schuylkill Navigation 
Company and the Susquehanna Canal Company, 
the deposits amount to $128,310,816 out of a 


total issue of $133,564,827, leaving less than 4 
per cent. outstanding.

A MURDER AVENGED. 


CHARLIE EDWARDS, A NEGRO, HANGED 
FOR KILLING A WHITE MAN. 

CLARKESVILLF, Ga., Oct. 14.—To-day 
Charles Edwards was hanged for the murder of 
William Echols. Up to yesterday morning he 
remained unrepentant and obdurate. Being 
then convinced that only death was ahead of 
him he called for the Rey. Mr. Scott, a colored 
Baptist minister and desired to be baptized in 
that faith. This gave rise to a strange inci- 
dent. Tho prisoner, with one end of a 
trace chain secured around his throat and 
the other, in the hands of an officer, was led toa 
mill-pond ana there immersed three times in the 
water. He jumped out after the third dip ex- 
claiming: “‘Biess God, I’se saved, I’se saved, 


Iam not afraid to go now.” When placed upon 
the gallows to-day he was full of religious fer- 
vor and died protesting his bope of salvation. 

When Edwards dropped through the gallows 
the fall broke the neck of the worst desperado 
in the mountain country. One morning in the 
latter part of May last some teamsters passing 
along the read near Mount Airy detected signs 
of a struggle on the road and a littie further on 
blood stains confirmed their theory that a 
tragedy had taken place during the night 
preceding. They followed the signs into 
a clump of bushes on the roadside, and there 
found the body of William Echols, a prominent 
young white farmer of the neighborhood. His 
head was almost beaten to a jelly, and his body 
bore marks of the club from head to foot. Near 
by was found the bloody stick with which the 
work had been done. A close examination of 
the body showed that the man had been first 
shot to death, after which the murderer must 
nave drawn the body into that secluded spot, 
where, with the club, he sought to obliterate 
the features of his victim. 

Public excitement ran high over the tragedy, 
and several strange peddiers were suspected of 
the crime. It was a week later before 4 train of 
circumstances led to the arrest of the murderer. 
Near by the scene of the murder lived Mrs. Liz- 
zie Kimsey, the wife of a small farmer. For 
some time there had been rumors of Echols’s 
intimacy with her. On the week before bis 
death Echols was stopped in the roaa by Charlie 
Edwards, a colored desperado, who warned him 
that he looked upon Mrs. Kimsey as his own, 
and that a bullet would be Echols’s welcome if 
ever he came that way again. On the morning 
of the murder Mrs. Kimsey fied, her husband 
for the first time finding out her faithless cbar- 
acter. The arrest of Edwards followed, and the 
trial developed the details of the fatal meeting. 

On the night of May 29 Echols visited Mount 
Airy, and when returning home concluded to go 
by way of Kimsey’s. When near the house he 
encountered Edwards, who was bound on a sim- 
ilar mission. Edwards, who was armed with a 
32-calibre pistol, at once opened fire on Echols, 
burying four bullets in the body of his victim. 
As he began shooting Echols threw up his arms 
and groaned out: “Oh, Charley, what have [ 
done that you should treat me in this way?’ 

Edwards was tried and convicted. The ver- 
dict was brought into conrt while the trial of 
Mrs. Kimsey ona charge of immorality was in 

progress. The woman laughed loudly when she 
eardit. A day later, when Edwards stood up 
for his death sentence, Mrs. Kimsey was seén- 
tenced to a term on the public works.

NO AGREEMENT WITH THE PRINTERS.

While sincerely devout at proper 
moments and always mindful ef the spiritual 
welfare of his flock, he is not of those who make 
of religion a burden. William Henry Gross left 
the world by entering the ascetic Redemptorist 
Order, who are largely German, as he is by de- 
scent. His first missionary servico in this city 
was undertaken about 1866-7. It was in 
1873 that he was singled out fora Bishop’s 
hat, and was given the diocese of Savannah, 
Ga. The same distinguishing hatcame at the 
same time to the scholarly New-Jersey 
clergyman who is now Archbishop Michael 
Corrigan. The two are not many months apart 
in age, and were the youngest priests who had 
ever been mitred in this Catholic missionary 
country. Bishop Gross was born June 12, 1837, 
not on July 12, as was the oddly significant rec- 
ord so widely published in 1873. He passed 
about a dozen years in Savannah, where he was 
beloved of the negroes, and popular with Prot- 
estant and Catholic whites alike, where he was 
generously aided by both sects in building an im- 
posing cathedral, and where he remained until 
the Spring of 1885, when he was elevated to the 
Archbishopric of Oregon. But not even by the 
colored people of Savannah is he held in more 
kindly remembrance than by the poor or mid- 
diing-class Catholies of this city, in giving mia- 
sions among whom he labored soearnestly in the 
pulpit and so cheerfully out of it with the greet- 
ing of his merry eyes and his pleasantly assur- 
ing voice. 

Sag Harbor, Long Island, has long been 
looked upon as second only tojheaven as a place 
of eternal rest. There were New-Yorkers who, 


under pressure of bustling and hustling, had 
been dying suddenly for 20 years. They were 
advised to go to Sag Harbor. and they went.

SIDE ISSUES DECIDED IT 


THAT IS THE MORAL OF THE 
NEWARK #DLEOTION. 
REPUBLICANS IN A MAJORITY ON A 

STRICT DIVISION—A CAREFUL ANAL- 
Ret YSIS OF THE FIGURES. 

The city election in Newark on Tuesday 
jhas provoked more variety and diversity of 
opinion among the newspapers of New-York, 
Philadelphia, and New-Jersey than any recont 
political event. Some have concluded that the 

= re-election of Mayor Joseph E. Haynes, the 
Democratis candidate, resulted from the slaugh- 
ter at the hands of his friends of Schuyler B. 
Jackson, the Republican candidate. Many a 
political sermon has been preached on this 
topic by the adherents of the respective 
parties. Others have overlooked the contest 
between the two large parties, save as it served 
to illustrate the plucky fight made by the Law 
and Order League and the Prohibitionists in 
combination. This view of the subject has in- 
volved elaborate discussions of the liquor ques- 
tion. Butcomment upon none of the subjects 
a named has commanded such wide interest as 
Se has been evoked by the efforts to explain the 
‘Z significance of the election upon the cause of 
labor, as represented in the Mayoralty contests 
by the candidacy of the Rev. Hugh O. Pente- 
cost. The conflict of opinion, however, has now 
so far subsided as to warrant an analysis of the 


4 election by the discussion of its features in the

portance. 

Haynes received 10,630 votes out of a total of 
Gs 25,333. Jackson and Pine, the Republican and 
4s Lawand Order candidates, received together 
a 12,843 votes.

4 that Jackson would have received nearly all the 
A votes that went to Pine, and would now be 
oe Mayor-elect of Newark. This conclusion is justi- 


fled, because the Republican Tax Commissioner 
was elected by a plurality of 256, although there 
Were aeveral candidates in the fleld, and the City 
Council election resulted in the choice of 20 Re- 
Bt publicans and 10 Democrats. - 
. The diversion of the Republican vote is a sub- 
= ject upon which Republicans in Newark are 
‘ ikely to be at variance for some time to come. 
It is undisputed that the Law and Order League 
gave the Prohibition candidate, Mr. Pine, their 
&. full support, and thata very large majority of 
this League are Republicans. Pine is a Demo- 
; crat and is nota Prohibitionist. He had been 
Democratic candidate for Mayor in one cam- 
paign. The Prohibitionists took him up because 
they expected his nomination by the Law 
and Order League, and thus two incon- 
gruous elements were associated for 
the purpose of voting for a man 
with whose political leanings neither of 
them sympathized. His redeeming merit in the 
eyes of the Law and Order League was that he 
would endeavor to enforce the law relating to 
s Sunday liquor selling. He had no connection or 
is atiiliation with the Prohibitionists in any sense 
‘ except such as may have been deduced from his 
ina symipathy with the Sunday-closing movement. 
The Prohibitionists evidently thought that his 
candidacy would defeat the Republican nomi- 
nee, and they were wily enough to induce the 
Law and Order people to enter with them upon 
that scheme. Together they succeeded in de- 
feating the only man who could have helped 
them close the liquor stores on Sunday. 
Indirectly they elected 8 man who is com- 
mitted to the liquor dealers’ side upon the 
question. Mary Republicans biame their leaders 
in the convention for not having taken a de- 
cisive stand in regard to Sunday closing. That 
Was the live issue of the canvass, and almost the 
only one in which the community at large was 
interested. It was thought by many that the 
convention might adopt a platform containing a 
plank that would enlist the sympathy and sup- 
port of the Law and Order League, and at the 
same time placate the large disaffected German 
element who threatened to bolt the party if 
measures hostile to their habits were adopted. 
The convention, however, was afraid to touch 
® the subject. In dodging it, the Law and Order 
i people were enraged, und they straightway bad 
“a ‘a tiery meeting and nominated Mr. Pine. 
Having entered the canvass, nonej;were £0 act- 
ive initasthe members of the Law and Order 
League. They held frequent meetings and omit- 
ted nothing that was legitimate in political war- 
fare to gain their ends. Now, that the election is 
over and the results are settled beyond dispute, 
le the league is the object of very severe criticism 
St because of the inconsistent attitude it assumed. 
& Probably not more than half a dozen of its mem- 
bers attended the primaries for the convention. 
They allowed the preliminary proceedings to be 
shaped by wardworkers and others who were 
Osea controlled solely by motives of selfish expedi- 
J ency. If the Law and Order League had 
deputed its members to attend the primaries, 
enough delegates might nave been chosen to the 
convention to have secured at least a reasonable 
lank in fayor of their views. This task would 
ave cost them much less labor than they after- 
Ward put into the canvass in which they posed 
as disaffected Republicans. In other words, they 
expected, it appears, that, without any effort of 
their own,fdelegates would be sent to the conven- 
tion who would uphold their views. This not 
having been done, they straightway assailed the 
convention for omissions which might have been 
easily checked by themselves. If they had 
turned into the preparations for the conven- 
tion and the convention itself a small part 
of the activity which they afterward mani- 
fested, they would have had no occasion to bolt. 
That is the view that Republicans who stood by 
the party ticket are taking of the action of the 
league, whose members are quite generally 
seored on that account. Mayor Haynes, the 
man whom they have elected, has declared that 
* {tis not his business to enforce the Sunday law, 
although heseems to have been quite zealous 
In seeing that laws pertaining to other subjects 
have been carried out. The Excise and Police 
Commissioners of Newark are equally afraid of 
offending the liquor interest. Consequently, 
two — more of Sunday liquor selling 1s as- 
sured. 

Fortunately for the reputation of Newark, 
however, the work of the Law and Order League 
has put a atop to the perfectly” free sale of 
liquor on Sunday. Before the organization of 

, that body the tront doors of the saloons were 
‘wide open all day Sunday, anda within were 
band playing, concert singing, and other devices 
for inviting trade. As the statute is quite clear 
against Sunday selling, the league was organ- 
ized to check it, and after making several ar- 
rests and procuring a few convictions they 60 
thoroughly scared the saloon keepers that only 
side or back door business is now carried on in 
that city on Sunday. Considering that more 
than 900 of the 1,000 saloons in Newark are 
under mortgage to the nine breweries situated 
there, the work of the league, aside from its 
latest political movement, has certainly been 
beneficial. Thereis no more noisy clinking of 
glasses under the shadow of churches, as was 
formerly the case, and neither churchgoers nor 
a= sensors on Sunday are any longer disturbed 

y the spectacle of drunken men reeling through

The Labor vote fell off more than 1,000 from 
last year’s number in the city, their candidate 
for Congress then receiving 2,958 votes, and 
Mr. Pentecost getting only 1,860 as the result of 

: his canvass for Mayor. It will thus be seen that 
the Labor vote was never much of a disturbing 
element in Newark politics. Mr. Pentecost’s 
weakness has been commented upon as a reflec- 
tion on his rabid advocacy of the land theories 
of Henry George. This was true in some degree, 
but careful inquiry has brought other causes for 
the Labor defection to the front. It appears 
that although labor organizations fiourish 
quite as well in Newark asin any other city of 

“a its size, they have never been turned 

; to political account as has happened else- 

where. The strict discipline of the Democratic 

Party has held within its ranks the majority of 

the trades union men and Knights of Labor in 
that city. Those who voted for Democratic can- 
didates before a Labor party was started con- 
tinue in very large proportion to support those 
candidates. The comparatively lax discipline 
of the Republican Party on the other hand has 
diverted many workingmen away from allegi- 
ance to that party upon one provocation or 
another. It is estimated that fully one-half of 
the vote cast for Labor candidates as the result 
bf any canvass in which labor was a distinctive 
element has been derived from support that is 

Daturaily Republican. 

In the recent canvass the laboring men nom- 
hitb a candidate whom they had to withdraw 
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u the middle of the campaign. Changing leaders 
the face of the enemy did not-work better for 
them than it hasdone with parties before them. 
‘The troubles of the Anarchists have also had a 
disquieting effect among the labor organizations 
of Newark. The majority of the organizations, 
especially those controlled by the Germans, 
j|have favored sympathy and aid for the An- 
\erchists, while organizations in which the 
German element does not predominate 
have rebelled against any euch action 
and have threatened to withdraw from 
the Trades’ Assembly. Mr. Pentecost’s cham- 
Pionship of the land theory was displeasing 
Biso to vamug: & and these three causes did much 
to destroy the influence of organized labor dur- 
ing the recent canvass. The afliliation of the 
laboring men for the great parties has ever been 
much stronger in Newark than for any labor

SKILLED IN SWINDLING. 


JEWELERS EASILY LOSING 
WORTH ABOUT $12,000. 

Aiken, Lambert & Co., Adolph Gold- 
schmidt, Smith & Knapp, J. T. Scott & Co., the 
Julius King Optical Company, Solomon Linden- 
born, E. Ira Richards & Co., the Dennison Man- 
ufacturing Company, Simpson, Hall, Miller & 
Co., and Stern Brothers are all prominent Maid- 
en-lane jewelry houses. Within the past 16 
months they have been playedupon by as_ skill- 
fula gang of swindlers as can be found outside 
of jail or Canada, to the tune of nearly $12,000, 
In June, 1886, M. Levy, of M. Levy & Co., of 
Seneca Falls, composed of himself and A. J. 
Goldstein, made their appearance as buyers in 
the jewelry market. They said they were just 
starting in business and had little ready money; 
but upon showing deeds for a few items of real 
estate, and referring to well known wealthy 
people of their own names, and who were 
claimed as relatives, the dealera extended to 
them a credit aggregating not more this time 


than $600. In a few weeks, and before their 
billa matured, * M. Levy & Co.” wrote that bus- 
iness had exceeded their fondest expectations. 
Their friends had rallied to their custom, and 
they had succeeded in nearly selling out 
their stock. They paid their bilis and 
paid cash for a few more small orders. 
Then Goldstein came to town and, 
baving established a good reputation with the 
trade by his prompt payment and roseate let- 
ters. Was received with delight, and not a dealer 
of them hesitated about letting the new firm 
have allthe goods they wanted. This time the 
tirm succeeded in getting about $4,000 worth of 
goods. Upon these they made a few small, but 
early, payments and, working the confidence 
created by these, secured goods worth several 
hundred dollars. And now the remittances 
ceased, and about the time the dealers began to 
get anxious about their money, word came to 
them that the firm had failed and confessed 
judgments for smail amounts and that Gold-

stein had skipped to Canada with all the 
stock. M. Levy came to New-York and 
told a story about a wicked partner who 


had swindled not only his creditors but his part- 
ner, M. Levy, as well. He simulated such sor- 
row over his loss, such indignation over his 
partner’s rascality and such unbounded affec- 
tion for honor and truth that he made the deal- 
ers believe his story and they aympathized with 
him, so far even as to discontinue, as against 
him, the auvits they had fired after the fugitive 
““M. Levy & Co.” and their goods. In the mean- 
time they had oftered a reward for the apprehen- 
sion of Goldstein and the recovery of the goods. 
And now the third member of the gang ap- 
peared upon the scene in the person of M. Na- 
than Levy, a jeweler of Cortland, N. Y., and no 
relation of M. Levy of Seneca Falls, who 
brought to the Maiden-lane merchants, letters 
from Goldstein in Canada, suggesting to him the 
formation of a partnership in which Goldstein 
would furnish the stock and he should furnish 
money representing equal value with his stock. 

About the same time George Carleton Com- 
stock, the lawyer for the Maiden-lane jewelers, 
learned that one of the boxes of jewelry with 
which Goldstein had attempted to croas to Can- 
ada had been seized by United States Customs 
officers, upon the suspicion thatit was being 
smuggled into the States. This fact being also 
set forth in Goldstein’s letters to M. Nathan 
Levy lent plausibility to the suggestion of the 
partnership, and when Levy suggested that he 
should engage in the attempt to recover the em- 
bezzled goods by pretending to accept Gold- 
stein’s suggestion and getting him to send the 
goods to Cortland, the dealers’ readily 
fell in with it. M. Nathan Levy pretended 
to be anxious to earn the offered re- 
ward, to punish rascality, and to gain 
a good name and credit among the wholesale 
jewelers. All of which motives appearing laud- 
able received the commendation of the jewelers 
aforesaid. Mr. M. Nathan Levy really meant to 
80 establish himself in business and to hand over 
Goldstein to the minions of the law. On the 
strength of these representations M. Nathan 
Levy was given credit in geods to the extent of 
about $4,000, and the goods were shipped to 
Cortland. In a few days word came that 
Goldstein had come on with his jewelry, and if 
they would sue out the necessary writs of at- 
tachment they could getit. This was done, but 
at the same time, much to the disgust of the 
Levys and Goldstein, Detective Von Gerichten, 
from this city, called upon Mr. Goldstein and in- 
vited him formally, on the strength of a war- 
rant, to attend him to the Tombs in New-York 
City. This was more than the conspirators had 
reckoned upon, but they hastily summoned a 
lawyer, and,after hunting up a Justice of the 
Peace, succeeded in getting Goldstein released 
on straw bail. He immediately cleared out for 
Canada. where he was soon joined by M, Nathan 
Levy with the $4,000 worth of stock he had suc- 
ceeded in wheedling the jewelers out of, 

Now, also, the “‘ boxes of jewelry’ which the | 
Sheriff had seized upon attachment proceedings, | 
were opened and found to contain only rubbish. 
The jewelers, with these facts now before them, 
are anxious to lay hands again upon M. Levy, 
A. J. Goldstein, and M. Nathan Levy, and will 
pay something to the person or persons who will 
produce them.

FOR EMPLOYES. 





PROCTER & GAMBLE, OF IVORYDALE, 
é PAY THEM A DIVIDEND. 
Ivorydale must be rather a pleasant place 

in which to live, if one is an employe of Procter 

& Gamble. It is a suburb of Cincinnati, and 

Proctor & Gamble have an immense soap and 

candle manufacturing establishment there. The 

firm employs 700 people, and each of these not 
only receives fair wages, but a percentage on 
those wages based upon the profits of the busi- 
ness. The plan was inaugurated six months 
ago, and seems to have worked satisfactorily 
for both sides. The semi-annual report was 
made a few days ago, andthe employes learned 


that they were to receive 13.47 per cent. on 
their salaries. This percentage amounted in 
some Cases to $275, and the totgl amount paid 
as dividends on wages for six months was 
$9,015 43. The total amount of wages paid by 
the firm for manufacturing soap and candles for 
six months was $98,271 45. The distribution of 
this money took place in one of the large build- 
ings at Ivorydale, and unless surface indica- 
tions are valueless, the amount to be distributed 
at the end of the next six months will be larger, 
for, although the business of the firm could not 
well be in better shape, the dividends are likely 
to prove an immense incentive to work. 

The result of the experiment was perfectly 
satisfactory to Procter & Gamble as well as to 
their employes. So stated Mr. James N. Gamble 
in an addresa he made on the occasion. The 
proposal, he said, to give the tirm’s employes a 
chance to sharein the profits of the business 
Was a business proposition. The proposition 
was for their mutual benefit. Every person in 
the firm’s employ would be: likely to remember 
that the larger were its profits the larger would 
be his share. The thought in each employe’s 
mind would be: “How can I increase those 
profits.” It simply induced those included in 
the contract to perform work by the day as if it 
were work by the job. It made men and women 
work with their heads as well as with their 
hands. It made them active, willing, aud sav- 
ing. ‘There was less waste under the new ar- 
rangement than there ever had been in the same 
length of time before, and probably because the 
‘old waste now represented money to the work- 
men as well as to the firm. Mr. Gamble said 
the plan of profif sharing had proved a splendid 
success.

The body of Gen. Kilpatrick was removed 
from the Pacific Mail steamship Newport yes- 
terday aflernoon, and by permission of Mayor 
Hewitt placed in Room 13 at the City Hall. The 
Governor’s Room could not be obtained without 
the consent of the Board of Aidermen, or Presi- 
dent Beekman, on behalf of the board. This for- 
mality may be gone through with to-day. The 
coffin will not be opened. Kilpatrick Post, of 
this city, is acting as a guard of honor, and a de- 
tail went on duty when the body arrived at the 





City Hall. The veterans will be in charge until 
Tuesday morning, when they’ will be: 
relieved at the Weat Shore Kaijlroad sta- 


tion by Kilpatrick Post of Elizabeth, The escort 
from the City Hall to the grave will be made wp 
of members of all Grand Army posts In this part 
of the State. A special train will carry the 
funeral party to West Point. There the body 
will be received by the entire garrison of cadets, 
cavalry, and engineers, and escorted to the mili 
tary cemetery. ‘The burial will be made in regu- 
lation style, with a triple volley fired over the 
grave and martial music after the interment. 
The gentlemen invited to act as pall bearers are 
Gen. P. H. Sheridan, Gen. Smith D. Atkins. of 
lilinois; Gen. Henry E. Davis, of the Third Cav- 
alry Division. Arinv of the Potomac; Col. George 
Duryee, of the Fifth Zouaves; Gen. Wiiliam 
Sewell, of New-Jersey, who commanded one of 
the wings of Sherman’s army; E. A. Hobert, of 
Patterson, N. J.; George A. Halsey and Joseph 
Coult, of Newark, N. J.; John Loomis, of Deck- 
ertown, N. J., @ life-long friend of the dead Gen- 
eral; Frederick A. Beelen, Consul-General of 
Chili te New-York, and John C. Reid, of this 
city, another old friend and admirer of Kilpat- 
rick. This list was announced by the Committee 
ot Arrangements at the Fifth Avenue Hotel early 
last evening. 

Gen. William T. Sherman will accompany Mrs. 
Kilpatrick and her daughters to West Point. 
The famous old warrior has been assiduous in 
looking after the bereaved family since their 
arrival from Chili, and they, being comparative 
strangers in America, are deevly grateful to 
him. 

The military cemetery at West Point is al- 
ready so crowded that the permission to bury is 
not easily obtained, and probably before long 
the War Department wil! be compelled to refuse 
all applicants. This makes more grateful to the 
family and friends the prompt athrmative an- 
swer received yesterday to Gen. Sherman’s re- 
quest to the War Department. 

Mrs, Kilpatrick was very much annoyed yes- 
terday by a published report that she had com- 
plained because the body of her husband woula 
not be released by the Pacific Mail Steamship 
Company, or that authorities had delayed the 
transfer for the reason that the certificate of 
death was not forthcoming, it having miscarried 
in transmission from Chili. It was also stated 
that she had telegraphed to the Secretary of 
War inregard to the matter. She said the re- 
port was unfounded; she had no complaint of 
any kind to make; but, on the other hand, the 
otticial favors and kind attentions bestowed were 
more than she expected, and she felt that her 
personal acknowledgments were inadequate 
to express her gratitude. 

Mrs. Kilpatrick, it may not be generally 
known, is the General’s second wife. and when 
he was appointed United States Minister to 
Chili and removed to South America he met and 
fell in love with her. She was of a native uris- 
tocratic and wealthy family, and wiho- 
ever meets her will not wonder at Gen. 
Kilpatrick’s choice. Still beautiful, she has 
charming Manners, and one of her pecu- 
liar attractions is the foreign accent when 
speaking English, a language which she has 
never been able to master fluently. She has two 
promising daughters, whose education will be 
completed here. Gen. Kilpatrick’s nature was | 
warm and magnetic, and the Chilians, according 
to Gen. Sherman, regarded him as a sort of mod- 
eru George Washington. They made much adoat 
the time of his death, and there was agreat public 
demonstration when his body was removed to 
the steamer. The only thing that reflects upon | 
the sincerity of their apparently disinterested 
love and esteem was the way they tried to im- 
pose upon Unele Sam’s Government. They 
seemed to think that the United States Minister

THE SLAYER OF CAPT. 


ACQUITTED. 

Policeman Edward Hahn is again a free 
man and an active member of the police force of 
this city. He shot Capt. Jack Hussey and killed 
him, and by an intelligent body of men, who con- 
stitute the Grand Jury of this county, was in- 
dicted for murderin the first degree, for which 
crime the law inflicts the penalty of death. Bat 
a jury in the Court of General Sessions, after 
hearing the testimony upon which the indict- 
ment was found and the evidence brought by the 
prisoner himself, has decided that he was guilt- 
less. 

Judge Cowing charged the 
morning as tothe law which they were to con- 
sider in reaching adecision on the testimony 


they had heard during the four days of the trial. 
The charge was looked upon as more than fair 
to the prisoner. Yet, at its conclusion, it seemed 
impossible that the jury could render any ver- 
dict other than that which would send Hahn to 
the gallows. Hahn, whenthe jury retired just 
before 1 o’elock, looked pale and seemed to real- 
ize his position for the firat time. He said to his 
counsel, as the last man of the jury filed past 
him, ‘There they go. There’s no chance for moe 
now.” The officer who for four days has 
guarded him took him back to the “pen,” and 
there for almost an hour he waited in suspense. 

At last the foreman sent in word that an agree- 
ment had been reached. Ina few seconds Judge 
Cowing was back at his post on the bench; Col, 
Fellows was in his seat; Hann, sad-eyed and de- 
spairing, waited to hear the words which he 
dreaded to hear. The jury, each man of them 
with hia eyes fixed upon the floor, passed to 
their seats in the box. They answered to their 
names as the Clerk called them andsatfor a 
moment still. 

‘Gentlemen, what do yousay? Do you find 
this defendant guilty or not guilty?’ asked the 
clerk. 

“ Not guilty!” said the foreman. 

From the back of the court room there camea 
ery, and a young woman rushed forward and, 
throwing herself in the arms of the amazed 
prisoner, gave way.to convulsive sobs. Hahn 
seemed to be absolutely dazed. The verdict 
was absolutely unexpected. Forthe tirst time 
during the trial his face lost that half-sulky, de- 
filaut expression which it has borne, and he burat 
into tears. 

Judge Cowing was affected with the same feel- 
ingof amazement. ** The prisoner is discharged,” 
he said meenanically. and Hahn was rushed out 
of the courtroom, hurried down the stairs and 
shoved throngh the crowd to the office of his 
counsel. There he received an ovation and re- 
covered his equanimity. He told a reporter 
for THE TIMES that the verdict had come to him 
as the call to life toa dead man. His counsel 
said that the verdict was as absolute a surprise 
to him as it had been to his client. District At- 
torney Martine, Col. Fellows, and others con- 
nected with the District Attorney’s office said 
that they considered the verdict a travesty on 
justice. The foreman of the jury said that 
the jury had disregarded the claim that Hussey 
had died from maltreatment at the hospital, 
and had acquitted the prisoner solely on the 
ground of self-defense. 
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A PERUVIAN MILLIONAIRE’S WILL. 

Surrogate Rollins has ordered the Execu- 
tors of the will of José Sevilla, the Peruvian mill- 
ionaire, to show cause next Thursday why the 
testamentary ancillary letters admitting the ec- 
ond will to probate should not be revoked. Don 


José maae two wills. By the earlier one half of 
his property was left to establish a home and 
school for girls in the United States, to be known 
as the Sevilla Home for Children. By the 
second will he left $500,000 to the 
home. Some of the heirs of Don José now 
say that before his death he transferred 
all his property to relatives, possession 
to be given them at his death. The transfer, 
while made in writing, was not signed. Daly, 
Hoyt & Mason represent these relatives in this 
city, and they will try to show that the gift was 
sustained by a court of last resortin Peru. The 
Executors of the second will, Juan Dumont, 
Jos6 Remegio Espinosa, and Leopold Barre- 
nechu, bave already taken possession of $3,500,- 
000 in stocks and bonds. Surrogate Rollins has 
also granted ano injunction restraining them 
from doing anything with the property until he 
has passed upon the question of the revocation 
of the letters of administration.

NOT PERMITTED TO EARN HIS BREAD. 

Odber B. Hartt was driven out of the shoe 
factory of Gardiner & Estes, in this city, in Jan- 
uary, 1887, by the Knights of Labor, because, as 
foreman, he discharged F. W. Potter, an em- 
ploye, who was charged with robbing the firm 


by raising checks, and in other ways. He found 
employment in the shoe factory of Hess & 
Broslin, in Baltimore, but was driven from 
there by the Knights, and given to understand 
that he could not work in any shoe factory in 
the country. Harttis stillout of employment, 
and he has a wife and four children, the oldest 
being 8 years, to care for. Five of the commit- 
tee of District Assembly No. 91 were arreated 
for conspiracy to prevent Hartt plying his trade, 
and they were held by Police Justice Smith for 
the Grand Jury.

RATES TO SMALL SHIPPERS. 


THE COMPLAINT WHICH THEY MAKE 
OF UNJUST DISCRIMINATION. 

The petition of a committee of the New- 
York Board of Trade and Transportation, headed 
by F. B. Thurber, will come up before the Inter- 
State Commerce Commissioners Nov. 1. This 
petition asks the commission to alter the trunk 
line freight classification, so that what are 
claimed to be the existing discriminations 


against shippers of small consignments, as com- 
pared with shippers of carload lots, may be 
done away with. This question of the treat- 
ment of small shippers bas been discussed a 
great deal ever since the trunk line elassitica- 
tion went into effect, and it has been one of the 
most mooted points of all the railroada’ inter- 
pretation of the law has raised. 

The commission announced some time ago 
that opponents to any petition should appear 
with counsel at the hearing given it,.as the 
board has neither the time nor the means to 
hunt up teatimony. A representative of one of 
the leading roads has been among the large 
ret poke giving them notice of the date set for 
this hearing, in order that they may take action 
to oppose the petition if they think it to their 
interest todoso. It is claimed by some of the 
railroad companies that the same rate for 
shipments, blg and little, is sought, and 
that this is something contrary to the 
laws of trade. “The average carload (of 
carload lots)” says one authority, “is 
fifteen tons, and the average carioad of 
mixed freightis five tons on business to the 
West and on local business much smaller. When 
the present classification was made business 
people requested the classification to be made as 
if now stands, and many articles were placed in 
the lowest class, in carload lots, to enable the 
dealers to continue in business. If the petition 
is granted the railroads will be obliged to aver- 
age the charges by raising the classification or 
the rates. The railroads will not contest the 
petition nor will they carry freight at a loss.”

She left the house as soon as she was able, and 
went toa friend at 322 West Forty-fourth-street. 
Elias G. Levy, a lawyer, demanded an exami- 
nation for Gibson, which was set down for Oct. 
24. Miss Helen Dauvray’s sister, Clara A. 
Helm, gave the house 49 Park-avenue! as 
seeurity for her brother’s appearance, and he 
was released. He pleaded not guilty, but made 
no statement.
